He said that a church or rite 


along the lines he proposed 
would have to be in commu- 
nion with the Holy See of the 
Catholic Church, as has al- 
ready happened with some 
Anglicans in America. He said 
the Anglican hierarchy would 
be usable to stop it “if it 
proved right and possible. 

Sir Graham said the vote 
had been the last straw in a 
gradual liberalisation of the 
Anglican Church. He said he 
would continue in the Church 
of England for file time being, 
but could not see himself 
remaining a permanent mem- 
ber. “It has just chosen to do its 
own thing and in my judg- 
ment has become a sect,” & 
said.

Hillsborough 
victim given 
right to die 
by High Court

A LANDMARK High 
Court ruling yesterday that 
doctors could disconnect the 
feeding tube keeping alive 
Tony Bland, a Hillsborough 
victim, was greeted with 
overwhelming relief by the 
parents who have sought to 
let their son die with dignity. 

The ruling, which paves 
the way for doctors lawfully 
to stop heating patients such 
as Mr Bland by cutting off 
their life-support systems, 
brought differing reactions 
from the professions and 
pro-life groups. 

As the medical and legal 
professions endorsed the rul- 
ing as humane and right, 
groups such as life pledged 
last night to fight it every step 
of the way as it goes up to the 
Court of Appeal and House 
of Lords- Keith Davies, for 
life, said: “We believe this 
derision is unsafe and we 
will be using every legal 
legitimate and democratic 
means to oppose iL w 

As he gave his far-reach- 
ing judgment Sir Stephen 
Brown, president of the fam- 
ily division, said of Mr 
Bland. 22. whose higher 
brain functions were de- 
stroyed in the football crush 
at Hffishorough in Sheffield 
three years ago: “May his 
soul rest in peace." The 
judge gave an unprecedent- 
ed declaration that it would 
be lawful for doctors to stop 
feeding Mr Bland and allow 
him to die “peacefully with 
file greatest dignity and the 
least distress". 

There was no possibility, 
he added, that Mr Bland, 
who has been in what is 
called a “persistent vegeta- 
tive state" since the football 
crush would emerge. To his 
parents. Sir Stephen said, he 
was dead. “His spirit has left 
him and aD that remains is 


the shell of his body." Coun- 
sel for the Official Solicitor 
had claimed an act that 
caused death could never be 
lawful when death was the 
intended outcome. The par- 
ents of Mr Bland said they 
were hopeful of winning the 
appeal. 

David Venablesjhe Offi- 
cial Solicitor, who represent- 
ed Tony Bland's interests 
and who is to launch the 
appeal so that the law is 
clarified, said he regretted 
that this would “prolong the 
ordeal of Mr and Mrs Bland 
but this derision raises issues 
of such importance it is

JOHN Major yesterday dis- 
missed charges that publica- 
tion of the first school 
examination league tables had 
been “botched" by the govern- 
ment. as Labour demanded 
the withdrawal of the results. 

More than 30 schools have 
complained to the education 
department about inaccura- 
cies in their published results, 
and one is threatening to sue 
However, ministers insisted 
that the numb® of mistakes 
was tiny in a collection of 
250.000 statistics. 

As Labour reported a flood 
of complaints from parents, 
governors, teachers and local 
education authorities about 
“disastrous" errors in the ta- 
bles. the prime minister and 
John Patten, the education 
secretary, declared defiantly 
that even more information 
would be published next year. 

TTie final shape of the 1 993 
tables is yet to be determined, 
but national curriculum test 
results, attendance rates and 
data on the destinations of 
leavers will be inducted. An 
assessment of the value added 
bv schools wiQ be included in 
future years, when the same 
pupils’ results can be com- 
pared at different points in 
their school careers. 

Mr Patten reported to the 
cabinet yesterday on the exam 
tables, and is to appear before 
the Commons education com- 
mittee next week to answer 
questions on the exercise. 

As a political storm erupted 
yesterday. Mr Patten faced 
Labour calls to resign. Ann 
Taylor, the shadow education 
secretary, said that Labour 
had been “inundated with 
people in obvious distress'*. 

The prime minister was 
challenged in the Commons 
bv John Smith, the Labour 
leader, who said that the 
government was "so incompe- 
tent it cannot even produce an 
accurate record of the exami- 
nation results". 

A combative Mr Major said 
that Labour wanted to cover 
up the statistics and said: “The 
education service will never 
again be able to hide this 
important information. This is 
information that legitimately 
ought to be available to par- 
ents. is now available to par- 
ents and ought to continue to 
be available to parents." 

The education department 
is investigating all complaints 
of inaccuracy before issuing 
erratum slips for local author- 
ity booklets. A spokesman said 
that at least 20 were found to 
be unsubstantiated after inves- 
tigation by PMS Communica- 
tions, the company that 
compiled the tables. When 
given the chance to correct 
figures before publication, 
schools had either missed 
deadlines or failed to provide 
the required evidence. 

The original listings are 
already on their way to prima- 
ry schools and public libraries.

HAMPSTEAD Garden Sub- 
urb in north London is where 
the security alarms on the 
homes of rich suburbia spring 
into view once the leaves have 
fallen from trees protecting 
well-manicured lawns.

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Border checks may have to go MPs told

THE European Commission 
is threatening to withhold its 
blessing for Britain's demand 
to conduct minimal checks on 
people Grossing its EC internal 
frontiers after December 31. 
officials confirmed yesterday. 

This would be a potentially 
serious setback to Britain's 
hopes of retaining streamlined 
border controls at its air and 
sea ports after the planned 
abolition of the ECs internal 
frontiers at the end of the year. 

Consequently, while most 
EC countries seem content 
with the introduction of the 
open borders regime. Britain 
could find itself embroiled in a 
legal dispute with the Euro- 
pean Commission over claims 
that it has foiled to honour the 


open borders provisions of die 
Single European Act 

Reports that Martin Bange- 
mann. the ECs internal mar- 
ket commissioner, had 
accepted a British proposal to 
resolve the frontiers dispute 
now appear unfounded. That 
proposal known as the Bang- 
emann Wave, merely required 
visitors to Britain to display, or 
wave, passports while walking 
past customs and immigration 
checks. Herr Bangeman now 
says that the idea was never 
formally adopted by Brussels. 

Commission officials now 
say, however, that frontier for- 
malities must end in January 
under the act The new hard 
line seems to have been in- 
spired by the nine continental 


members ofthe Schengen free 
travel rone, who object to 
Britain retaining controls.

Final days will be painless 


By Paul Wilkinson 

TONY Bland would die with- 
in a fortnight of hjsjreannent 
ceasing, hfe doctors said yes- 
terday. His dealh would be. 
painless andcould be from a 
number of causes, said Dr Jim 
■Howe, the consultant neurolo- 
gist at Airedale General Hos- 
pital, West Yorkshire, where 
Mr Bland was transferred a 
month after the 1989 
Hillsborough disaster. 

Although feeding Mr Bland 
through a nasal tube would be 
stopped if the courts ultimately 
derided to allow it, be would 
not starve to death. Most likely 
would be kidney failure from 
dehydration, a heart attack or 
an infection. Twice in recent 
months Mr Bland has nearly 
died from infection but once 
the courts role, his doctors 


would not administer antibiot- 
ics. Dr Howe said. 

He said he was relieved at 
foe High Court derision and 
hoped it would be upheld on 
appeal. “Essentially this 
young man died three and a 
half years ago at Hillsborough 
when his chest was crushed, 
his lungs punctured and his 
brain starved of oxygen.” 

Dr Howe said he agreed 
with the judge, who said that 
be was a passive prisoner of 
medical technology and his 
spirit had left him. “I'm quite 
dear in my mind and my 
conscience that this is the 
correct way to deal with it The 
only change I have seen in this 
young man over the years has 
been for the worse," he said. 


Dr Howe said that Mr 
Bland would not survive with- 
out trained medical care. “It is 
an effront to human dignity to 
keep someone alive like tins,” 
he said. Mr Bland would not 
suffer when treatment was 
withdrawn. 

He said that courts in Amer- 
ica, Canada. South Africa, 
New Zealand and Australia 
had already readied decisions 
similar to yesterday’s. “I 
believe it should be a medical 
derision not a legal one.” 

People, Dr Howe said, 
should not be shocked by this 
case because the derision had 
been taken with the benefit of 
public discussion and a court 
case. “Those who are shocked 
should come to see him. I 
don't think they would be so 
shocked or insist he be kept 
alive at all costs." 


Landmark ruling 
sets standard 
for 1,000 families 


'T’he legal ruling foal doctors 
X may switch off Tony 
Bland’s feeding system paves 
the way For all owing up to 
1 ,000 similar patients to die if.

The derision was hailed by 
the legal and medical profes- 
sions yesterday as right and 
humane, and was widely wel- 
comed as bringing foe law 
into line with the consensus of 
(minion in such cases abroad. 
11 upheld, it means doctors are 
free to aa without any risk of 
breaching the law. 

David Venables, the Official 
Solicitor, who represented Mr 
Bland and whose role was to 
ensure that all legal issues 
were aired, had argued that 
removing the feeding tube 
would cause death and 
amounted to murder. Sir Ste- 
phen Brown, president of the 
High Court family division, 
declared that despite Mr 
Bland's inability to consent 
doctors could “lawfully discon- 
tinue" all life-sustaining treat- 
ment that would keep him in 
his persistent vegetative state. 

The ruling is not a universal 
declaration that will automati- 
cally sanction similar action in 
other cases. Sir Stephen made 
dear that any other case would 
still need foie approval of foe 
courts because of foe gravity of 
foe derision, likely variation in 
facts and for the reassurance of 
foe public. About 1.000 pa- 
tients are estimated to be in a 
persistent vegetative stale in 
foe United Kingdom. 

Allan Levy QC. a specialist 
in medical law, said: “This is a 
landmark legal ruling by any 
standard. It gives a degree of 
certainty in this vety difficult 
and emotive area and darifies 
the law where before we have 
been, in a sense, behind.” 

The decision accords with 
the law in most American 
states, some countries in 
Europe and with Scotland, 
where prosecuting authorities 
have already indicated that 
they would not prosecute doc- 
tors who withdraw feeding 
tubes. 

Doctors welcomed foe dari- 
fi cation the ruling gives to the 
duties of medical staff caring 
for patients in a persistent 
vegetative state such as Mr 
Bland, in the same way that 
Tuesday's judgment by foe 
General Medical Council in 
the case of Dr Nigel Cox set 
foe limits of what is permissi- 
ble for doctors caring for foe 
terminally ilL 

The British Medical Associ- 
ation said that the judgment 
was “an attempt to darify the 
legal position by indicating 
that artificial feeding is a 
medical treatment which can 
be withdrawn in foe same way 
as artificial ventilation in the 
right rinaunstances” 

Although weloomed by foe 
professions, the ruling 
brought angry reactions from 
groups such as tbe Society for 


the Protection of the Unborn 
Child, which called ft a “tragic 
and retrograde step” that 
amounted to killing. 

The cases of Mr Bland and 
Dr Cox hinge on fine distinc- 
tion's between treatments. In 
foe case of Mr Bland, the court 
had to decide whether artifi- 
cial feeding was a form of 
medical treatment. There is 
wide acceptance that with- 
drawing medical treatment, 
such as switching off a ventila- 
tor or stopping antibiotics in 
foe event of infection, is “al- 
lowing nature io take its 
course". But some argue that, 
by stopping food and water, 
doctors would be making ex- 
plicit their intention that the 
patient should die. 

But there is a crucial differ- 
ence between foe cases. As 
Anthony Lester QC, in his 
impartial role as “friend of foe 
court” said in foe Bland 
hearing, the case was not one 
where “a doctor, nurse or 
relative has taken positive 
steps, from compassionate 
motives, with the primary 
purpose of hastening foe 
death of a patient suffering 
unbearably from a terminal 
illness”. It was about whether, 
in foe view of the doctors and 
foe court, a treatment derision 
should be taken that would 
"remove the artificial support 
for life and allow nature to 
take its course so that death 
intervenes”. 

Sir Stephen said that it 
would not be foe doctors who 
were bringing about death by 
the act of removing foe tubes: 
rather, death would be caused 
by foe underlying brain injury. 

P roposals on how to deal 
with other cases in line 
with the ruling have already 
been issued by the BMA. In a 
discussion paper published 
last week, it proposes that 
“intensive efforts” to stimulate 
patients in a persistent vegeta- 
tive state should be made for at 
least six months and that no 
derision should be taken to 
withdraw treatment for at least 
a year. The opinion of two 
other ■ specialists should be 
sought and views of relatives 
should be taken into account 
but could not be over-riding. 

Professor Bryan Jennett of 
the institute of Neurological 
Sciences at foe University of 
Glasgow, said that Mr Bland 
would die in 10 to 14 days if 
his feeding tube were removed 
but would not suffer. “The 
mechanism for feeling pain 
and suffering distress has been 
destroyed.” 

Although not a euthanasia 
case, foe judgment is certain to 
reopen foe debate on euthana- 
sia and “living wills”. The 
British Medical Journal and 
the Voluntary Euthansia Soci- 
ety are calling for a re-exami- 
nation of the law on 
euthanasia, possibly by a royal 
commission.

ENCOURAGED by the vie- 
toiy of the movement for 
women priests in the Churdi 
of England. Roman Catholic 
women are to start their own 
movement for the ordination 
of women. Talks will take 
place over the next few weeks 
between different Catholic 
women’s groups to help the 
new lobby to take shape. 

The move could come as a 
shock to Anglican traditional- 
ists who are deserting then- 
mother church for Rome, only 
to find themselves fighting the 
same battle but on a different 
front Large numbers of

of Catholic women priests. 

Roman Catholic women are 
traditionally even more re- 
stricted in what they can do 
than Anglican women. They 
cannot become deaconesses or 
be ordained deacons. They 
can, however, be lay preachers 
and some priests allow women 
to administer the sacrament. 

In the Catholic church, as in 
the Church of England, the 
mow for women priests is 


being strengthened by the 
growth in feminist theology. It 
is led by Myra Poole, former 
head teacher of a Catholic 
girls’ school in south London, 
who is studying for a PhD in 
feminist theology. She works 
for St Joan's Alliance, a Catho- 
lic organisation that supports 
equal rights and opportunities 
for men and women in all 
fields. 

Members of the Catholic 
Women's Network, which 
seeks the full participation of 
women in every aspect of 
church life, will debate the 
idea soon. The two organ- 
isations view with growing 
alarm the prospect of thou- 
sands of traditionalist Angli- 
cans joining the Catholic 
church. Yesterday, they dis- 
tanced themselves from the 
Vatican’s cold response to the 
Church of England decision, 
which described last week’s 
vote as a grave obstacle to the 
cause of unity.

Later, she derided to ring 
him. “I told him I was toying 
to find work and he suggested 

we meet that evening at his 
surgery." When she arrived, 
he gave her a glass of wine. “It 
tasted very strange." she said. 
“Suddenly, I was by the fire. 

I was standing there and 1 had 

no dothes on. I remember 
looking up and he was com- 
pletely naked as wefi. 

“I said to him, 'Why are you 
doing this to roer He said this 
was what I wanted, wasn't it? 
The next thing I was on the 
examination couch.” Asked by

Humans rush headlong into war with the world

HUMANITY is doomed unless it 
changes its ways fast, says a warning in 
an appeal signed by more than half the 
scientific world's Nobel Laureates. 

“No more than one or a few decades 
remain before the chance to avert the 
threats we now confront will be lost 
and the prospects for humanity im- 
measurably diminished," the scientists 
say in a statement issued by the 
Washington-based Union . of Con- 
cerned Scientists. The declaration is 
signed by 1.575 scientists, including 
99 Nobel winners. 

The four-page World Scientists* 
Warning to Humanity was co- 


ordinated by Dr Henry Kendall an 
American physicist who won the Nobel 
Prize two years ago and now chairs fee 
“union", a group originally concerned 
with the. dangers of nudear war but 
now operating on a broader front He 
described the consensus as “truly 
unprecedented". Among the signato- 
ries was Lord Zuckerrnan. a former 
chief scientific adviser to Downing 
Street 

The warning begins by dedaring 
that human beings and fee natural 
world are on a collision course. Ozone 
depletion, waste of water, poisoning of 
fee oceans, damage to farmland, 
deforestation, loss of plant and animal 
spedes and population growth are fee 
greatest dangers, it asserts. “The Earth 


is finite. Its ability to absorb wastes and 
destructive effluent is finite. Tls ability 
to provide food and energy is finite. Its 
ability to provide for growing numbers 
of people is finite. ... 

“And we are fast approaching many 
of the Earth’s limits. Current economic 
practices ... cannot be continued 
wifecRit the risk that global systems win 
be damaged beyond repair. 

“Pressures from unrestrained popu- 
lation growth put demands on fee 
natural woikl that can overwhelm any 
efforts to achieve a sustainable fixture,” 
the statement says. Industrial coifatries

Thousands of 
silver and gold coins, which 
may have once been in a doth 
bag, were littered among the 
other items. 

Mr Laws's metal detector 
picked up a single silver coin 
which ledtD the discovery of 
other items just below the 
surface and a call to Suffolk 
County Council.

was “priceless in terms of the 
knowledge it wffi give us”.

Plutonium plant at

THE future of a £1.85 billion 
mi cl ear reprocessing plant 
may be called into question 
before it opens. 

Britain's third biggest build- 
ing project the Thorp plant at 
Sdlafield, Cumbria, is at the 
centre of a growing argument 
over economic and environ- 
mental factors. 

The argument focuses on 
the plutonium which Thorp, 
owned by British Nuclear 
Fuels, would recover by repro- 
cessing spent fuel from 
nudear power stations.

Mr Portillo repeated his 
message to industry that he 
expected it to follow the gov- 
ernment's lead in reining bade 
pay increases below the rate of 
inflation. He insisted, in the 


wake of tiie l.S percent ceiling 
placed on public sector pay. 
that dte government would 
not dictate settlements to the 
private sector through an in- 
comes policy. “It is up to 
individual employers to decide 
what they can afford to pay. 
But what everyone knows is 
that the lower the growth in 
wage costs in general, the 
better wiD be the UK’s compet- 
itive position."

TOP American and European 
Community negotiators yes- 
terday entered a second day of 
talks in Washington, with 
both sides increasingly hope- 
ful of reaching an agreement 
on EC oilseed subsidies before 
day’s end in the hope of 
averting a serious transatlantic 
trade war. 

But as agreement came 
closer, the French government 
denounced Britain and dis- 
played its increasing despera- 
tion over a dilemma which 
President Mitterrand says is 
one of the toughest he has 
faced m four decades of public 
office. 

Adding to the pressure, both 
opposition parties and the 
government's own Socialists, 
called on M Mitterrand to 
veto any Community agree- 
ment which involved conces- 
sions to America. At the same 
time, FNSEA. the main- 
stream fanners' association, 
promised an aH-out campaign 
of reprisals against American 
products throughout France 
and Europe if the government 
gives in. 

The violent demonstration 
round the US embassy in 
Paris on Wednesday was just a 
tiny taste of what Europe 
could expect farmers said. 
FNSEA and more militant 
groups have a record of mak- 
ing good their threats and 
getting away with violent dvil 
disobedience unpunished. 

Ramming home govern- 
ment resistance to any agree- 
ment under die General 
Agrement on Tariffs and 
Trade, Jean-Pierre Soisson, 
die agriculture minister, 
blamed Britain for trying to 
force an accord to save its 
reputation. “On agriculture. 


the British presidency [of the 
EC] is ending in failure, ” he 
said. “For domestic political 
reasons, they would like a Gatt 
accord presented at the Edin- 
burgh summit to save their 
presidency.'’ 

He singled out John Gum- 
men the agriculture minister, 
as die only one of his Euro- 
pean colleagues at a Brussels 
meeting on Monday to have 
failed to stale the need to stand 
up to American pressure.

RUSSIA may stop building 
military submarines within 
the next three years. President 
Yeltsin announced yesterday 
in South Korea.

Red Cross keeps 
friends in touch

WITH telephone lines cut 
and front lutes crisscrossing 
former Yugoslavia the mess- 
age service of the Internation- 
al Committee of the Red 
Cross has become a lifeline 
for hundreds of thousands. 

Throughout the war in Cro- 
atia the ICRC distributed 
30,000 messages between 
families and friends divided 
by the conflict But since the 
war began in Bosnia-Herze- 
govina the number of notes 
transmitted has risen expo- 
nentially. In the past 14 
weeks 230.000 have been 
sent, and in 90 per cent of 
cases the addressee has been 
found. All messages are read 
in case someone has tried to 
slip in military information. 

“Even in my worst dreams I 
never imagined I would be 
doing this." Olga Lazarevic. 
an ICRC worker, said. "But 
these are not just pieces of 
paper. There are whole fern- 
flies here, from all sides and 
afl are suffering." Sava, now 
in Serbia, writes to his wife 
Zora and their son in Croat- 
controfled western Herzegovi- 
na: “1 am missing you. 1 hope 
you can come here. 1 don't 
know what to say. Only, *1 love 
you'." Natasa Mlinaric. who 
processes hundreds of mes- 
sages a week, said: "He does 
not know that she is in a 
camp." When she typed 
Zora's name in her computer 
yesterday it indicated that she 
was being held in a Croat 
detention ramp. Most mes- 
sages reaching Belgrade now 
are from Sabs, many of 
whom are being shelled by 
their "own" army in Sarajevo. 
As Muslims and Croats have 


fled towards Croatia, the 
ICRCs Zagreb office has han- 
dled most of their messages. 

From Croat-held Mostar a 
family writes: “We’re still in 
our flat but the balcony was 
blown off by a shell so that 
part is damag ed. The win- 
dows are broken but we have 
put up plastic sheeting.” In- 
creasingly the messages from 
Sarajevo deal with the extor- 
tionate price of food. "A kilo 
of beans costs £ 10 ." writes 
one woman. Another pleads: 
“Send flour, bacon — whatev- 
er possible.” 

Some people have not lost 
their sense of humour. One 
man's three-line message 
reads: "In order not to burden 
the messengers — regards to 
all the rest is either a novel or 
nothing.”

Walesa talks of 
hardship ahead 


Poland needs more rapid integration 
into the European Community, its 
president tells Eve-Ann Prentice 


PRESIDENT Walesa of Po- 
land appealed yesierday for 
the country's faster iniegTa- 
(ion into (he European Com- 
munity. and attacked Britain 
for noi understanding ils 
problems. 

"In (he United Kingdom 
you drhe on ihe left. Every- 
one else drives on the right, 
and you don'r have the cour- 
age to shift. What is happen- 
ing in Poland has a thousand 
rimes more consequences 
than anything you face." he 
told The Times. 

Mr Walesa expressed irri- 
tation over the EC's reluc- 
tance to allow Poland to join 
the Community. Warsaw has 
an association agreement 
with Brussels, but the EC has 
indicated that Poland will 
not be able to become a full 
member for at least ten years. 

The president said Polish 
fears of the German far right 
reinforced the need for Euro- 
pean unity. There were “de- 
mons at work" in post- 
unification Germany, he 
said. “In Germany, old fears 
are awakening because the 
old system has collapsed and 
a new one has not fully 
emerged yet." 

Mr Walesa said he op- 
posed a referendum on the 
strict abortion law being 
prepared by Poland's parlia- 
ment. A parliamentary com- 
mission has called for two- 


year jail terms for doctors 
carrying out the operation, 
and the bill would overturn 
42 years of liberal abortion 
laws. The draft abortion law 
has the backing of the power- 
ful Roman Catholic Church 
in Poland. A referendum is 
being sought by 120 depu- 
ties. and they are supported 
by prominent intellectuals. 

Mr Walesa said: “I am in 
favour of all sons of referen- 
dum* . . . But Pm against this 
where private conscience i? 
i mo I red. We cannot enforce 
conscience by taw and. as a 

practising Catholic. I am 
against abortion." 

Mr Walesa also indicated 
that unemployment was set 
to rise as Poland continues 
its drive towards privatisa- 
tion. lie admitted that a 
third of Poles were worse off 
now than three years ago. 
His message for the nearly 
rwo-and-a-half million unem- 
ployed was gloomy. 'The 
philosophy of the past was to 
give everyone employment.

IN A highly significant move, 
the African National Congress 
has approved a document 
agreeing that power-sharing 
should be a part of its strategy 
and that provision should be 
made for servants and soldiers 
of the white regime in the 
form of pensions, generous 
redundancy payments and a 
general amnesty. 

The statement was wel- 
comed yesterday by David 
Steward, the govemmenrs 
spokesman, ar a press confer- 
ence here. Mr Steward said 
President de Klerk had spo- 
ken in London of the hearten- 
ing convergence of view of the 
negotiating parties "and this is 
another example of that con- 
vergence”. He said the move 
would make constitutional 
progress easier and re- 
emphasised that it was going 
10 be “very difficult for any 
single party to govern South 
Africa in the future". 

The ANC documenr is the 
result of a long period of 
debate within the movement 
over the apparently liberal 
stance by Joe Slovo, the father 
figure of the South African 
Communist Party, and the 
much more hardline view of 
Pallo Jordan, the non-Mandst 
head of the ANC's informa- 
tion department 
The document was pub- 
lished after a discussion by the 
ANC's national working com- 
mittee. virtually its cabinet It 
still has to be approved by the 
movement's national execu- 
tive, which has a much broad- 
er membership and includes 
militants from the regions. 

The document as so far 
approved indicates that Mr 
SIovo's views have made most 
of the running, and that the 
opinions he made public in an 
article in last month’s African 
Communist have apparently 
prevailed. Mr Jordan’s con- 


trary view, strongly argued in 
a Johannesburg Sunday 
newspaper, has evidently not 
carried the day. 

The 2.700-word document 
first points out that the govern- 
ment and the black liberation 
movement cannot defear each 
other, which is why negotia- 
tions began and why they 
must continue. “The libera- 
tion movement suffers many 
organisational weaknesses.” 
the document says. "It does 
not command significant mfli- 
taiy and financial resources: it 
is unable tc militarily defeat 
the counter-revolutionary 
movement or adequately de- 
fend the people." 

It points out that, although 
the balance of strength has 
shifted towards the move- 
ment, there are now essential- 
ly three options facing il The 
first is to resume the armed 
struggle and attempt a revolu- 
tionary seizure of power, but 
the ANC rules this oul Its 
second option is to undertake 
protracted negotiations “com- 
bined with mass action and 
international pressure until 
the balance of forces shifts to 
such an extent that we can 
secure a negotiated surrender 
from the regime". 

Instead the document 
makes dear that the ANC 
favours a third option, a swift 
negotiation, implying com- 
promise. that also strengthens 
national unity against what it 
calls “counter-revolutionary 
forces" while achieving a dem 
ocratic transformation in 
phases. 

The government itself 
moved yesterday to reject accu- 
sations of doing too little too 
late dq pursue enquiries into 
the growing scandal of high- 
level military attempts to 
destabilise the ANC. In the 
eariy hours yesterday, after a 
protracted cabinet meeting 
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Mr de Klerk announced the 
appointment of Lieutenant 
General Pierre Steyn. chief of 
ihe defence staff and the 
second most senior general in 
the South African Defence 
Force, to take command of ail 
defence intelligence arms, the 
directorate of military intelli- 
gence, and the intelligence 
branches of the army, navy, air 
farce and defence medical 
service. 

The ANC immediately de- 
clared that the appointment of 
GenSreyn was "similar to past 
sham commissions, where the 
police have been set up to 
investigate themselves". Judg- 
ing from such experiences, it 
insisted, “the present investi- 
gation is a sop to the public 
and will come to nought". 

The ANC called instead for 
the investigation into all activi- 
ties of the different intelligence 
units to be conducted by an 
impartial body oF experts 
under Mr Justice Richard, 
Goldstone. who uncovered the 
intelligence operations against 
the ANC.

Pakistan widens 
ban on Bhutto

BENAZIR Bhutto, the far- 
mer prime minister of Paki- 
stan,' was banned yesterday 
from entering the North 
West Frontier Province and 
also effectively barred from 
going anywhere in Punjab. 

The moves were the latest 
round in the government's 
heavy-handed and violent 
reaction to her threats to lead 
ami-government demon- 
strations. The unrest is being 
watched closely but discreet- 
ly by the army, which has no 
apparent desire to intervene 
unless the situation runs out 
of control, it has ruled Paki- 
stan for 24 of the state’s 45 
years of existence. 

The government is at- 
tempting to confine Miss 
Bhutto to her home base of 
Karachi, where she can do 
little to threaten Nawaz Sha- 
rif, the prime minister. Nev- 
ertheless, she announced 
plans to lead a rally today in 
Peshawar, capital of the 
North West Frontier Prov- 
ince. raising the prospect of 
further violenoe. Security 
officials said she would not 
be allowed to go. 

Increased political insta- 
bility now seems likely to 
spread to every region of the 
country. The coming days 
win determine whether Miss 
Bhutto can muster enough 
mass support to threaten Mr 
Sharifs position. The ban- 
ning orders from Punjab 
and the frontier region are 


designed to take away her 
most potent weapon, popu- 
lar power. 

But even if the current 
campaign fizzles out, as wd] 
it might. Mr Sharifs author- 
ity has already been dimin- 
ished by the violent tactic 
employed against his oppo- 
nents. Western diplomats 
expressed astonishment at 
the over-reaetiojL 

Similar methods were em- 
ployed again yesterday when 

police used lorries to block 
access to a house in Islam- 
abad where opposition lead- 
ers were planning their nexr 
moves.

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Hong Kong defies China 
as airport plan goes ahead

HONG KONG yesterday 
launched the first key con- 
struction stage of its airport in 
spite of lack of full agreement 
with Peking on die £13.5 
billion project. 

Government officials in 
Hong Kong emphasised that 
the decision to seek £820 
million from the Legislative 
Council to fund the first land 
reclamation contract was not 
an attempt to go it alone on 
the project There is still no 
agreement between the British 
and Chinese governments on 
the overall funding of the 
airport which, the Chinese 
romplain, wffl leave the colony 
in debt after its reversion to the 
mainland in ] 997. 

The Hong Kong govern- 
ment has made sure mat the 
new contract will not involve 
any borrowings to which the 
Chinese tan object “We still 
regard as a top priority the 
reaching of an agreement 
with China on sensible financ- 
ing for the project," Hamish 
MacLeod, the Hong Kong 
financial secretary, was quoted 
as saying. “This is not a go-it- 
alone. We have been very 
careful to choose the least 
confrontational way of 
proceeding." 

As he spoke. Peking accused 
the foreign press of misquot- 
ing Zhu Rongji, the deputy 
prime minister, when he 
seemed to threaten in London 
earlier this week that China 
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■ Chris Patten’s disagreements with 
Peking show no sign of abating. The colony is 
pressing on regardless with its plans for 
the construction of a new airport 
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might abandon the joint dec- 
laration. which protects Hong 
Kong's way of life after J 997. 
But Peking did not seek to 
clarify the ambiguity in Mr 
Zhu’s remarks, and confusion 
deepened as a foreign ministry 
spokesman failed to repeat 
China’s usual statement of 
commitment to the joint 
declaration. 

A reading of the transcript 
of Mr Zhu’s remarks indicat- 
ed. that his comments could 
haw been intended merely to 
draw attention to a perceived 
lack of commitment to the 
joint agreement by the British 
government.

Yiu-chu, a Hong Kong mem- 
ber of China's p arliame nt, as 
saying the mismteipretatibn 
of Mr Zhu's remarks was

ish when the opportunity 
arises. 

On Tuesday, Mr Zhu said 
that the proposals unveiled by 
Chris Patten, the Hong Kong 
governor, for democraBsation 
in the colony were a challenge 
to the smooth transfer of 
power. “People cannot help 
but ask," Mr Zhu said in 
London, “whether we still 
have to stick to the joint 
declaration between us, 
whether the important under- 
standing and agreement that 
we have reached should go 
with the wind." 

Wu Jianxnin, the foreign 
ministry spokesman, was 
asked whether Peking would 
continue to uphold the joint 
declaration if ft felt that Mr 
Patten was continuing to 
break it “We still hope," he 
replied, “that the British side 
will return to consultation and 
co-operation as stipulated in 
the Sino-British . joint 
declaration.” 

By foiling to repeat China’s 
now traditional statement of 
commitment to the joint decla- 
ration. Mr Wu appeared to be 
. reinforcing the doubts raised 
by Mr Zhui British officials in 
Hong Kong and Peking are 
split over . how Mr Zhu’s 
remarks should be interpret- 
ed. There is no doubt that the 
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remarks were at best ambigu- 
ous, and that ambiguity may 
have been intended by 
Peking. ' 

It would not be the first time 
that Peking has made veiled 
threats and then protested that 
its words were innocent. Cer- 
tainly Pelting would not be 
displeased if Mr Zhu. however 
unintentionally, increased un- 
ease in Hong Kong about Mr 
Patten ’s democratisarion 
plans.

In the latest 
salvo in its furious campaign 1 
against Mr Patten, a Peking 
newspaper attacked his strate- 
gy of broadening internation- 
al support for his plans. The 
United States, Canada and 
Australia have supported Mr 
Patten’s plans for electoral 
reform. 

Ta Kting Pao , a Peking- 
oontroHed newspaper, said 
Britain had to liaise and co- 
operate with China on the 
handover. “Patten, on the 
contrary, has run to the inter- 
national community to seek 
support and encouragement 
Any government leader with 
tiie slightest sense of justice 
will not offer their support," it 
said.

MOST Peruvians who go to 
tiie polls this weekend to

leader, in September. 

Senor Fujimori, the son of 
Japanese immigrants, called 
the elections six months after 


he seized dictatorial powers in 
April and abolished the previ- 
ous congress and tiie judicial 
system with the backing of the 
militazy. He justified his 
moves as being the only way to 
damp down on a corruption- 
ridden system. He has used 
militaiy emergency powers to 
wage war on the guerrillas. 

“Nearfy all the parties tak- 
ing part in the election are new 
ana without previous experi- 
ence. People do not know who 
or what they are voting for." 
says Roberto Rospigliosi. a 
sociologist Of the 1 8 parties 
only the centre-right Popular 
Christian Party is an estab- 
lished one. although its lead- 
ers have refused to participate 
in the elections. 

An array of independents 
representing agricultural or 
industrial interests are taking 
part but none is expected to 
present much opposition to 
the Cambio 90-Nueva Maoris 
alliance which is made up of 
the president’s closest allies, 
friends and family. 


MIDDLE East negotiators 
wrapped up their seventh 
round of peace talks in Wash- 
ington yesterday with little to 
show for more than a year of 
dialogue and few prospects of 
an immediate breakthrough. 

Although Yitzhak Rabin, 
the Israeli prime minister, and 
President Mubarak of Egypt 
marked the J 5th anniversary 
of the late Anwar Sadat’s 
historic visit to Jerusalem with 
a morale-boosting chat yester- 
day. even the most optimistic 
observer was hard-pressed to 
find anything encouraging in 
the latest Arab-lsraeli talks. 
The process can only move 
forward once Bill Clinton’s 
administration is in place. 

Israel has held regular bilat- 
eral meetings since October 
1991 with Syria, Lebanon 
and a joint Palesti ni an-J ord a- 
nian team, aimed primarily at 
granting self-rule to the 1.8 
million Palestinians in the 
Israeli-occupied territories and 
achieving a “land for peace" 
deal with Syria. 


For the first time since the 
Labour-led Israeli coalition 
government came to power in 
June, promising to revitalise 
the soiled talks. Professor 
liamar Rabinovich, the new 
head of Israel’s negotiating 
team with Syria, described 
Damascus’s position as “a 
recipe for stalemate". 

Efforts to hammer out an 
agreement on the transfer of 
Israeli military rule to Pales- 
tinian self-government over a 
five-year period have led no- 
where, essentially because Pal- 
estinians insist they want to 
establish a state and the Israe- 
lis are willing to offer only 
limited autonomy. 

Mr Rabin admitted the 
talks would take longer than 
expected, but added: “If it 
takes another half-year, year, 
or an additional year we will 
get there." His prognosis has 
failed to convince many Israe- 
lis. who are coming to die 
conclusion that the process 
needs to be speeded up if it can 
ever hope to deliver peace. 


an leader, has sent a violent 
tremor through his king- 
dom by hinting for the first 
time at his own mortality 
and opening the floodgates 
to speculation about the 
succession. 

Western governments, 
who have admitted him 
back into the fold after 
anger at Jordan's pro-Iraqi 
stand in the Gulf war.

anxiety that the stability of 
the Hashemite kingdom is 
vital to the future of the 
Middle East peace process. 

As the survivor of at least 
1 1 assassination attempts, 
the dapper ki ng, who took 
over from hisil^HHJ^V 
father at the age of 17. 
opened a debate on the 
future of his realm with a 
speech he delivered here on 
November 5, in which he 
said: “The life of an en- 
lightened people cannot be 
measured by the life of an 
individual. One recognises 
that every living soul will 
meet its destined end.” 

Many Arabs who heard 
his emotional oration felt it 
seemed like a farewell 
message, a notion that 
senior Jordanian officials 
reject. Even two months 
ago the subject was taboo. 

I Rami Khouri, a prominent 
journalist who raised it in 
his newspaper column, re- 
ceived death threats from 
angry readers. 

“The medical reality of 
the last several years ... 
cannot and should not be 
ignored." Mr Khouri 
wrote in the Jordan Times 
on September 8. “Is this 
die moment when King 
Husain and Jordan should 
start contemplating the 
manner and nature of a 
transition to a post-Husain 
era?" 

M r Khouri hinted that 
a transfer to a con- 
stitutional monarchy 
might be possible. Others 
have since cited Britain, 
Sweden and Spain as pos- 
sible role models. 

Today, as the king con- 
tinued official celebrations 
of his 57th birthday and 
prepared to leave next 
month for the United 
States to attend the first in a 
series of check-ups after his 
recent cancer operation, 
the succession has become 
the subject of frenzied dis- 
cussion. The prospect of 
not having the monarch at 
tiie helm is a nightmare for 
many of his 3.5 million 
subjects. They are split 
between a Palestinian ma- 
jority and a minority of 
East Bank Arabs, many of 
whom fear that the country 
may eventually become a 
Palestinian state. 

“We would be like a 
family without a head and 
it is terrifying just to think 
of it," said Muhammad 
Karaki, a civil engineer 
whose fears reflected wide- 
spread popular concern. 
“He is the thread that 
holds the Jordanian family 
together. Truly, there is no 
one like him.” 


Clinton charms the Capitol Hill power-brokers

BILL Clinton spent the. sec- 
ond day of his first trium- 
phant post-election trip to 
Washington focusing his for- 
midable charm and energies 
on America’s congressmen, 
the people with the power to 
make or break his presidency. 

After a dawn jog on tiie 
MaD that ended with coffee at 
a McDonald’s round the cor- 
ner from the White House, 
Mr Clinton breakfasted with 
14 senior Democrats on Capi- 
tol HAL later, before lunch- 
ing with more Democrats and 
Republicans, be wooed sev- 
eral key congressmen with 
one-to-one meetings. Among 
them was Robert Dole, the 
Senate minority leader, who 
is now Washington's most 
powerful Republican and has 
pledged to “chaperone" Mr 
Clinton through the early 
days of his presidency. 

The president-elect is acute- 
ly aware of bow perpetual 
battles with Congress under- 
mined the last Democratic 
president Jimmy Carter. "FH 
do the best 1 can to establish a

good working relationship," 
promised Mr Clinton, who 
wants to push an economic 
recovery package through 
Congress as rapidly as he can 
after his inauguration on 
January 20. During the elec- 
tion campaign he studiously 
distanced himself from the 
highly unpopular institution. 


President Bush hurriedly 
left the White House yester- 
day morning to visit his 91- 
year-old mother in Con- 
necticut who had become 
seriously iH However, his 
wife Barbara, just hack from 
house-hunting in Houston, 
stayed behind to show Mr 
Clinton's wife. Hillary, round 


the second-floor private quar- 
ters. The Clintons, who do not 
own their own borne, will 
have 14,000 square feet of 
living space, with a swimming 
pool, gym, beauty parlour, 
servants and, for good mea- 
sure, 29 fireplaces. 

Also on Mr Clinton’s agen- 
da yesterday was a meeting 
with General Colin Powell, 
the chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, who has been 
tipped as a possible member 
of Mr Clinton's cabinet In a 
Wednesday night speech, 
Gen Powell indicated his con- 
tinuing opposition to Mr 
Clinton's [dan to lift the ban 
on homosexuals in the mili- 
tary but added that the Penta- 
gon “will do what we are told 
to do". He also said he would 
accept Mr Clinton's plan to 
cut US forces to 1.6 million, a 
significant retreat 

Mr Ginton's transition 
aides have been meeting 
Bush administration officials 
to plan the appointment of 
Clinton officials into various 
government departments wen 
before inauguration day. 

Mr Clinton’s heavily 
scripted two-day visit mi- 


nutely scrutinised by the 
press, was a masterpiece of 
image-building in which the 
president-elect touched all 
bases, mingled easily with 
haves and have-nots alike, 
and managed to appear both 
the political outsider he cam- 
paigned as and the political 
professional he really is. 

Unlike Mr Carter, who 
sought to ignore the Washing- 
ton establishment Mr Clin- 
ton attended two society din- 
ners in Georgetown, but also 
appeared at the annual din- 
ner of a children's charity 
where Mrs Clinton gave a 
speech. He met Mr Bush for 
two hours in the Oval Office, 
but then spent almost as long 
in a struggling black area of 
the city, to show that he 
planned to remain accessible. 
“I'll do my best not to get out 
of touch," he told the crowds 
who turned out to greet him. 

Mr Clinton was due to fly 
back to Arkansas last night 
having moved more than half 
the way from candidate to 
president The secret service 
had added a second decoy 
limousine to his motorcade, 
usual practice for presidents.

could plunge Angola into the abyss 


C rude plastic dolls 
made in China for 
the Third Work! 
market dangled 
from the wails of the aban- 
doned shop somewhere near 
Huambo, Angola's second city 
high on the central plateau. 
The stench from over-filled 
latrines Sled the hot. wet 
night air. In this dank concrete 
box roofed in corrugated iron, 
two United Nations bigwigs, 
tetchy after a six-hour wait at 
the local airport, but anxious 
to work their diplomatic 
charm on the man who held 
the key to peace in Angola, 
met Dr Jonas Malheiro 
SavimbL 

Politically and physically 
disorientated after moving 
from hideaway to hideaway 
every six hours for more than a 
month. Savimbi, founder and 
pQgftgMgghe Union for the 
Total independence of Ango- 
la. (Unite), must have found 
the meeting ten days ago as 
h umiliatin g as the two 
quintessentially British envoys 
found it uncomfortable. Once 
feted by presidents Bush and 
Reagan in the White House, 
and the pet guerrilla of the 
right wing establishment in 
Europe and America, he was 
now reduced to the status of a 
fugitive in a country he could 
hold to ransom. 

Margaret Anstee, the head 
of the UN's mission to Angola, 
and Marrack Goulding, the 
organisation’s under secretary 
general for peace keeping 
operations, talked with the 
beleaguered guerrilla com- 
mander for three and a half 
hours and left empty handed. 
He remained and remains 
silent on whether he is serious 
about peace. 

With an "all party confer- 
ence” organised by his long- 
time enemy the Popular 
Movement for the liberation 
of Angola (MPLA) scheduled 
for tomorrow and the convoca- 
tion of parliament based on 
the results of September's elec- 
tions for the end of the month, 
the government looks certain 


to marginalise Unite and is 
anxkms to go onto the offen- 
sive against the rebels. 
Savimbi. isolated from his 
former friends in the west and 
South Africa, feces a political 

impasse which can only end in 
violence. 

Wandering the bush and 
badcways of the countryside in 
a huge General Motors 4X4 
pickup, alone and constantly 
afraid of government assassi- 
nation attempts. Savimbi 
could see no way dear for a 
compromise and could even 
lose his life at the hands of his 
own people. But with his forces 
thinly spread over the country 
a military solution would 
mean years more war and a 
return to the conflict which 
cost 350,000 lives since 1975 
and ended with a peace accord 
signed in Bioesse, Portugal 
last May. 

A year ago Unite was riding 
high. With the withdrawal of 
Soviet support and 50.000 
Cuban soldiers from foe gov- 
ernment’s side. Savimbi had 
forced president Eduardo dos 
Santos and his MPLA to the 
negotiating table and won an 
agreement to hold multi-party 
elections within 18 months for 
the first time since indepen- 
dence in 1975. 

He was convinced he would 
win a landslide. But dungs 
started to go wrong at foe 
beginning of the year when 
stories of atrocities allegedly 
orchestrated by Savimbi be- 
hind Unite lines surfaced. 

Washington’s favourite 
fighting pawn began to get foe 
add shoulder from aid friends 
in foe Pentagon and State 
Department (who since 1986 
had supplied Unite wifo covert 
military aid to foe tune of at 
least $200 million). American 
diplomats lectured him about 
the need to behave with mod- 
eration. By election time 26 
per cent of Unite and 65 per 
cent of government forces had 
been demobilised. Since then, 
almost all of Unita’s ex-sol- 
diers have returned to arms. 
The American advice went

unheeded. Savimbi. who was 
notorious within his own org- 
anisation for massive mood 
swings matched by displays of 
violent temper, had already 
begun to show signs of uncon- 
trolled behaviour in his deal- 
ings wifo outsiders: a stark 
and worrying contrast with foe 
lucid and suave demeanor 
with which be used to charm 
support from right-wing politi- 
cians in foe West 
The more concerned he 


became about losing to foe 
MPLA’s sophisticated election 


campaign which portrayed 
do s Santos as a conciliator, the 
more he insisted a loss at foe 
polls would be proof of 
rigging. 

Bouncing onto the stage 
through a cordon of heavily 


muscled guards in one-way 
dark glasses in Luanda’s May 
1 Square for the last of his 
campaign speeches before vot- 
ing started. Savimbi grabbed 
foe microphone by foe throat 
But the moment he spoke in a 
hoarse whisper the crowd, no 
more than 10.000. felt a 
frisson of disappointment at 
his dwindling spirit 
A brilliant military leader he 
may be, but as a civilian 
politician be was a virgin. 
Instead of selling “Savimbi for 
Peace" be gasped that the 


newly-formed Emergency 
Police, an elite paramilitary 
unit formed by the govern- 
ment from its awn special 
forces, would be “smashed in 
foe face” when he won the 
elections- He did not wire 
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“People did not vote for the 
MPLA, foQr voted against 
Unite. Savimbi simply fright- 
ened them away with his 
warrior attitude." said a west- 
ern ambassador in Luanda. 

By the time the ejection 
results had been announced in 
early October, dos Santos had 
won 49 per cent of foe vote in 
the presidential race and the 
MPLA swept foe board in the 
legislative elections. A second 
round would have to settle 
who would be president but 
Savimbi had already left the 
capital and set himself up in 
Huambo,; foe capital of 
Huambo province —foe heart- 
land of his tribal supporters, 
the Ovimbundu. 

Now he was in pursuit not of 
democracy but of power for 
himself and his people. He 
insisted that foe elections had 
been a fraud, while the UN 
said they had been free and 
fair. Violent dashes between 
his men. who strutted about 
the capital armed to foe teeth 
and displaying chests full of 
brass M-79 grenade shells the 
sire of goose eggs, and foe 
MPLA, began to increase. 

By mid-October, in touch 
wifo foe outside world only by 
satellite telephone, Savimbi 
was the subject of a diplomatic

Ovimbundu in - Luanda, 
putting any hopes of a lasting 
reconciliation beyond hope. 
On top of that Savimbi'S own 
verbal racial attacks on whites 
and mixed race Angolans now 
indicate that heis pieparingto 
go an the offensive against the 
MPLA and against the “con- 
spiracy to further enslave his 
people". 

In some ways he has die 
upper hand. His 50,000 
highly, motivated men trained 
by foe CIA and South African 
c ommandos. ■ .armed wifo 
Stinger missiles and heavy 
cannon have pushed foe forces 
of foe MPLA out of 60 per 
. ceni of foe .country. He con- 
trols foe bufo while they 
control the cities. 

“Some way must be found 
to bring Savimbi in from foe 
cold but he is frightened, he 
will never get rid of his awn 
aimed forces, and he believes 
he has no friends- On top of 
foal, many of us fear he is 
genuinely unstable and ready 
to explode." said a western 
diplomat in Luanda. 

“The truth is no one can 
find a way hack to peace for 
Savimbi and given his state of 
mind no one can see him 
following it even if it was 
found.” 


onslaught- The UN security 
council sent a delegation to 
Luanda and- Huambo which 
came away with nothing. But 
he agreed to see Pik Botha, 
South Africa’s foreign minis- 
ter. “You are my only friend 
left in the world.” the lonely 
Chinese-trained guerrilla fold 
Botha in Huambo.

He met Mazy, his half-Swiss artist wife, 
at the LSE and married her 46 years aga 
After reading Ruth Gledhffl’s article on 
the British Jews in The Times Saturday 
Review last week, he is forthright in 
defence of marrying out of die faith. 
“Being Jewish is central to me. I wouldn’t 
be sitting here if I weren't Jewish. I’d be in 
Berlin in die bank. I love being involved 
in Jewish matters, and I fed as gocx£ as 
committed a Jew as more Orthodox Jews. 

I hate this divisivenesB.” He goes irregu- 
larly to the WestLon don synagogue ofthe 
much-admired Rabbi Hugo: Giyn. “One 


is a Jew because one was bom a Jew." But 
as one who declares, “I owe ray very 
happy and interesting life to this country", 
the thought of the Bosnians in Austria 
refused entry to Britain fills him with grief 
and shame. “This is the age .of the 
refugee," he says. “It is one of the worst 
dungs that can happen to a person, apart 
from torture. I realised as I got older what 
it had meant to ray parents to be warmly 
received here. And look at the hick IVe 
had. Chairman of the Royal Opera 
House! Head of a government depart- 
ment! To allow that to a refugee: terrific, a 
wonderful record for Britain, supposedly 
a xenophobic country. 

"The 70,000 who came from Germany 
and Austria in the 1930s have enriched 
British life, and received a heD of a lot 
back. I know this is idealist talk, the arms 
cannot be opened 180 degrees— but they 
can be opened much wider than they are 
now. What we are doing at the moment is 
pathetic." He rites die Israelis, taking in 
700,000 Russian Jews, “struggling to 
make these Russians part of their society. 
But somehow it will be done." 

- Having returned to the Labour fold at 
the last election (from an interlude with 
the SDF), he is unsurprisingly pro- 
European. Could he, as a statistician, 
phrase a question to discover how dose to 
the rest of Europe people really feel? 
“Well we had a referendum under Mr 
Heath, one of my revered bosses. And that 
was the moment I had real hope. He had 
somehow managed to raise our sights as a 
nation above die trivial. On Europe, 
leadership is aiMmponant. If only our 


leaders managed to convey to us the 
grandeur of the wider European vision in 
a truly passionate way — instead of getting 
buried m the trivial regulations of 
Maastricht, which I find deeply depress- 
ing — the public would respond more 
positively. I never thought I world hear aD 
that anti-German stuff coming out again. 

“One thing in my life remains very 
Germanic," he says. “Once a year, I 
review my life in a notebook, writing what 
I would like to happen next year. There 
came a year, after Rothschild’s, when I 
wrote that what I would really love would 
be to become the head of an Oxford 
college.” 

Eight years later, die college rules state 
with Oxonian obfuscation that the War- 
den must retire “on the July 31 Mowing 
the October 30 following his 69th 
birthday" so, after next summer, Oxford 
will miss Sir Claus — whose wide and 
unsnobbish hospitality has made him a 
popular figure. He invites 30 undergrad- 
uates to a lunch party every week.

“Look how extraordinary my life has 
been." he says. "At ten. I was at school in 
Berlin. At 20. 1 was at the LSE, about to 
go into the RAF to fight against the 
country I had come from.

A morig the spawnings of 
the 1960s was a raff of 
“alternative publicar 
tions".

Gurley Brown had done for.

The 
mane of streaky blonde hair, 
the mini-skirts, the aviator 
p|g«pc men were blinded by 
die picture, but women — 
more and more of them — 
picked up the m es sa g e. 

Ms had little to offer lesbian 
separatists, but they weren't 
the constituency.

The line between 
life and death 

Alan Ryan on the agonising moral 
dilemmas posed by the Bland case 


Y estoday the High Court 
agreed that Tony Bland, 
who was crushed in the 
Hillsborough tragedy, and has 
been comatose ever since, may have 
his feeding tabes withdrawn and 
be allowed to die. The Official 
Solicitor has appealed against the 
judgment, arguing fiat Tony 
Bland's doctors wffl. be murdering 
him by withdrawing treatment 
There is every chance that the 
case will reach the House of Lords. 
It confronts British lawyers and 
doctors with an issue that American 
courts have been struggling with 
for years — how to draw a line 
between what doctors may and 
may not do when tbe time has 
come to let their patients die. Atone 
extreme stand orthodox Catholic 
teaching and rigtrt-ttvKfe groups 
like Operation Rescue, arguing 
that the traditional prohibition 
a gainst intentionally faiKng the 
innocent is all we need, and at, the 
other, the Hemlock Society, and 
file voters of California who an 
November 3 narrowly failed to 
legalise doctor-assisted suicide in 
their state. 

Comatose patients are often un- 
able to survive at an without life 
support machinery; feeding alone 
win not sustain life. Their ordinary 
bodily functions need mechanical 
help. Guidelines that tell us to keep 
“normal treatment" going as long 
as the pattern is alive, but to 
abandon “extraordinary means” 
when they are obviously dong no 
good are adequate for such cases. 
American hospitals prolong the use 
of extraordinary measures because 
of a fear of being sued far rat frying 
hard enough, and families some- 
times have to take them to court to 
get them to stop, but the American 
Medical Association guidelines are 
dear enough in such cases- It is is 
when we get to Nazxy Cruzan. who 
was injured in a car crash and died 
after three years of battles in file 
courts, and Tony Bland that it gets 
are more difficult. 

like Nancy Cruzan, Tony Bland 
is in a “perafatent vegetative state” 
(PVS), which means that his body 
functions without mechanical heto. 
but there is no prospect of his 
regaining consciousness. However, 
he needs no more than nutrition to 
stay alive. Merely feeding some- 
body would not in most people’s 
views count as “extracxdinaiy" 
treatment; but withdrawing feed- 
ing can have onfy one effect 



t is already dying, and is only 
t afive by artificial means, 
we cannot easily say a PVS patient 
is dying, even if they are being 
artificially fed. That is why Nancy 
Cruzan’s parents — who after four 
years thought it was time to 
were fought every inch of the way 
fay right-tohfe groups and fay the 
state of Missouri. 

In America, as in Britain, pa- 
tients have a right to refuse treat- 
ment they can. and are 
increasingly encouraged to, make 
"living wills” that detail what they 
want done, and more inmartanily 
what they do not want if they are 
wnahfe to deride for themselves. 
This mrindeg being able to refuse 
artificial feeding. But Nancy Cm- 
zan was in no position to accept or 
refuse anything. In her case the US 
Supreme Court took the view that 
individual states may fay down 
theft own rules about what is and is 
rat lawful medical practice, but 
they cannot override the dearly 
expressed wishes of patients; Mis- 
souri could keep Nancy Cruzan 
alive against her parents’ wishes 
unless they went bade home and 
found “dear and convincing evi- 
dence” that she would not have 
wished to live in a PVS condition; 
this they did. Once three of her 
workmates had testifipd that she 
had said cm more than one occa- 
sion that foe would not have 
wished to live in such a condition, 
the state of Missouri withdrew from 
the case, her court appointed 
guardian agreed that ste should be 
taken off her feeding tubes. 

This was a characteristically 
American way out When all is said 
and done, the United States is a 
country that believes passionately 
m foe mdmduaTsrigto to choose— 
as wril as file right of everyone rise 
to scream advice. But it is a solution 
that works bestwbere there is some 
dear expression of file patient's 
wishes. It is noteworthy that Sir 
Stephen Brown, giving tbe High 
Corot's derision, appealed to Tony 
Bland’s “best in terests” and not to 
his wishes, and deferred as an 
American judge would rat to his 
doctors* views abort “good medical 
practice". 

The Official Solicitor has 
the view that any act that intends 
death is murder, and murder is 
always wrong, even if committed 
out of a concern for the victim. That 
seems harsh, rigid, and inadequate 
in this case. But me can see why he 
is so eager to hold the fine, and wfty 
this is an argument that is not 
going to go away quiddy.

CUT TO THE CORE 

South Africa must purge its government to save itself 


When F.W. de Klerk succeeded to the 
presidency of South Africa he inherited a 
country in a rotten state. Just how rotten 
South Africans soon began to discover as. in 
the chaos of change and transition, murder- 
ers. thieves, blackmailers, hit squads and 
their official paymasters began to emerge 
from the decaying fabric of the anden 
regime. Finally, this week Mr de Klerk 
appeared reluctantly to accept that the 
rottenness could extend to the very heart of 
his government But his response — to hand 
control of military intelligence to the chief of 
the Defence Force — falls so far short of what 
is needed that doubts must remain as to 
whether it offers a cure or a cover-up. 

Apartheid has long been revealed as a 
corrupt and corrupting ideology. For more 
than four decades, governments sniffed 
millions of rands into the mouths of black 
satraps to maintain the myth that grand 
apartheid was something more than an 
elaborate bid to justify and disguise minority 
rule. When that faiied, P.W. Botha ceded 
power and policy-making to South Africa’s 
security establishment which, unaccount- 
able to parliament and behind a screen of 
almost impenetrable secrecy, began to wage 
a squalid war on the government’s "ene- 
mies” both at home and abroad. 

What Mr Justice Goldstone has shown 
beyond doubt is that the war continued 
under Mr de Klerk’s rule When the “enemy” 
was the political opponent with whom the 
president was seeking to negotiate. It was, 
moreover, being conducted with the con- 
nivance of some of his most senior military 
chiefs and with the possible knowledge of 
misted members of his own cabinet Thus 
Mr de Klerk's powder-puff response, an 


internal Defence Force enquiry into its own 
wrong-doing, poses more questions than ft 
answers — questions which begin to touch 
the president himself. 

He will argue tbar he has already done a 
grear deal to dear up the mess. He down- 
graded the once all-powerful State Security 
Council, cut the defence establishment and 
appointed the Goldstone Commission of en- 
quiry into the violence which is tearing 
South Africa and the peace process apart 
These were the responses of a parliamentar- 
ian and a lawyer with a respect forcivil auth- 
ority and a faith in the law — rare attributes 
in a Nationalist leader. But in the light of the 
Goldstone disdosures it is no longer enough. 
Mr de Klerk must give the commission 
greater powers and follow where it leads — 
even if that is to the doors of the cabinet and 
the highest echelons of the army. 

His continuing failure to do so has opened 
a Pandora's bra of suspicions: about a 
government blackmailed into inaction by its 
farmer hirelings; about the ultimate loyalty 
of the security establishment and its willing- 
ness to destroy the peace process through 
either coup or conspiracy; about the integrity 
not only of the president but of the 
negotiations themselves. This is especially 
critical now that the ANC's inner cabinet — 
although not yet its national executive — has 
embraced the concept of power-sharing with 
whites in a final political settlement in an 
obvious attempt to get the negotiations back 
on track. The South African president’s 
integrity could be all that stands betwen a 
negotiated political settlement and a collapse 
into anarchy. He must act now to purge 
himself and his government of the rotten- 
ness at its core. 


OLD CHINA HANDS 

Patten deserves support from those whose policies have failed 


The days when China could count on Sino- 
Brirish diplomacy to undermine the au- 
thority of a Hong Kong governor or impose 
a veto on polides for Hong Kong are over. 
That is an important official message for 
China's \ice-premier, Zhu Rongji, to take 
back to Peking after his visit to London this 
week. John Major and Douglas Hurd drove 
it home through their well-publicised meet- 
ings with Chris Patten, whose presence in 
town at the same time was not coincidental. 

The point should never have needed to be 
made. But the Chinese government is not 
alone in sniping at Mr Patten’s proposals to 
extend democracy in Hong Kong, and his 
breaking with precedent by consulting its 
people. China could easily overestimate the 
influence of its “old friends” in Britain, die 
Whitehall sinologists and businessmen who 
clustered round Mr Zhu this week. 

Many of them echo Peking's complaints 
that Mr Patten should have asked China’s 
permission before lifting a finger. They 
mutter sorrowfully that he is endangering 
Hong Kong by derailing the "smooth train" 
to the 1997 handover. But the real fear of 
these former architects of China policy is that 
che pusillanimous character of the advice 
they have been giving ministers for years will 
be exposed if he succeeds. The higher the 
waves Mr Patten has to ride between now 
and 1997. the more he will be scoffed at as 
an amateur out of his depth. 

Mr Patten has an obviously sincere 
determination to do all he can to secure the 
“wav of life which makes Hong Kong such 


an attractive community”. He insists that he 
is simply trying to implement the 1984 
declaration by putting constitutional flesh 
on the principle at its heart Deng Xiao- 
ping’s pledge of “one country, two systems”. 
He argues, rightly, that if he does not defend 
that principle now. nobody will believe 
British assurances that it will not wash its 
hands of Hong Kong in 1997. He has 
invited Peking to come up with ideas 
acceptable to die majority in Hong Kong 
which wants more democracy, saying that 
his door is open for "rational dialogue" but 
that he does not accept that consultation is 
synonymous with giving China a veto. 

Mr Patten has convinced the Hong Kong 
public that he really does put its interests 
first; hence his popularity and the relative 
calm with which the colony has greeted 
Peking’s recent tirades. People in Hong 
Kong know how to judge these, and 
Peking's horror of democratic self-govern- 
ment is hardly news. Above all, they are the 
people at risk in 1997. Mr Panen "has won 
backing for his proposals where it matters. 

He should now press ahead with canvass- 
ing views in Hong Kong and incorporating 
the best into his legislation- That is the deb- 
ate that counts, as he is the first ever 
governor to understand. China will do its 
best to make trouble in Hong Kong. All Mr , 
Patten needs from Britain is continued 
steady support Where Hong Kong is 
concerned, the old China hands have not 
exactly covered Britain in gloiy.

As you imply in your 
leading arride today, humanitarian 
operations in the former Yugoslavia 
will increasingly appear as cosmetic 
posturing unless the aeeression is 
stopped. 

The genuine fear of seeming to 
support "ethnic cleansing" has served 
as vet another pretext for keeping the 
doors closed on refugees. Terrified by 
the prospect of a mass immigration", 
every country' in Europe has an excuse 
for containing refugees within the 
borders of the former Yugoslavia. 

In the medium lerm. the United 
Nations could set up a "haven" for the 
civilian population in Bosnia, similar 
to the one established for the Kurds in 
Iraq. The Bosnian tragedy prorides 
striking similarities with Nazi Ger- 
many: Europe must immediately 
offer at least temporary atylum to the 
most vulnerable, if it is not to renege 
on the values which underlie its 
driJisation.

Refugees blocked 

From the Director of Alert 

Sir. This organisation welcomes mea- 
sures to control the random intake of 
refugees, as this should provide 
safeguards against organisations 
plucking people from the camps and 
transporting them to the LHC without 
having adequate arrangements for 
their care here. Unfortunately, we 
have inadvertently been caught up in 
a battle with rhe Home Office over 
regulations that were introduced to 
discourage agencies who do not 
operate according to the same rules. 

The week prior to- the introduction 
of the new regulations, we were 
moving refugees who had been 
selected by die Red Cross and 
ourselves towards the Slovenian bor- 
der. Accommodation and carers were 
waiting for them in centres all over 
Britain, with the approval of the local 
authorities concerned, and we had 
informed the refugees to that effect, so 
these people were in transit when the 
measures were introduced. 

At no time did the Home Office or 
any other government department tell 
us not to go. If they had, we would 
have taken their advice, although it 
would have been virtually impossible 
to have alerted the refugees who were 
moving towards the Austrian/Sloven- 
ian border.

Sir. 1 can hardly be the only English 
Roman Catholic dismayed by" ihe 
reaction of my Church to the crisis 
within the Church of England over 
women priests. The Vatican's cun 
response, slapping the development 
down with no trace of charitable 
understanding, is hardly in accord 
with the ecumenical spirit Nearer io 
home, the ecclesiastical statements 
that everything will go on ir. ihe 
ecumenical dialogue as before are 
rapid. 

The agony of Catholics within tot 
Church of England can only bt 
experienced by meeting it at a 
personal level, as 1 have done ir 
comersation with clergy here at 
Cambridge and elsewhere. The crux 
of the issue lies not so much ir. toe 
ordination of w oman priests in itself — 

I have found in Anglicans and 
Roman Catholics a surprising degree 
of agnosticism — but in the manner ir. 
which the action was taken. 

The claim of Catholics within the 
Church of England is that their 
Church is pan of the Universal 
Church. In view of the unilateral 
action of the Synod this position is 
virtually impossible to sustain and 
present-day Anglicans find themselves 
in the same position as Newman in 
the last cenntty. Those going through 
these difficulties are surely entitled :c s 
more sympathetic and constructive 
response from Roman Catholics than 
they have so far received. 

One possible solution to the diffi- 
culties is a corporate reunion of 
Anglican Catholics with the Roman 
Catholic Church. No reasonable per- 
son could expea such a reunion to 
take the form of a simple submission 
to Rome wiih its authoritarian defects 
and lack of pluralism. 

The best solution would be for 
reunion to take uniate form with the 
reunited Anglicans retaining their 
own liturgy', a married clergy and 
certain jurisdictional freedoms. The 
Roman Catholic Church in England 
would face a demand on its generosity 
for financial assistance on a scale 
never hitherto encountered and for 
which the Converts Aid Society is an 
inappropriate and inadequate vehicle. 

Should such a reunion take place it 
would nor only be of benefit to 
Anglicans but to Roman Catholics as 
well. In all true ecumenism there are 
no losers, only gainers. Anglicans 
would acquire the keys of authority 
and Roman Catholics would be 
enriched by the geist of liberty, 
openness and free enquiry which is 
Anglicanism's particular charism. 


School tests

Sir. Baroness Blatch. the education 
minister, says (report. November ! 8): 
"I would say to those critics of testing: 
'What are they afraid of?'.'' 

One of the fears is well displayed by 
your sample science test for seven- 
year-olds. The children are asked to 
mark drawings with a tick or cross if 
they are or are not attracted by a 
magnet. There is no provision for 
qualified answers. 

Amongst the drawings are a spoon, 
a drawing pin, a nail and a paper dip. 
In this house spoons used in jam are 
silver and merit a cross: there are also 
some stainless steel spoons that merit 
a tick. 

The drawing pins in my study are 
brass — a cross: but many drawing 
pins are plated steel — a tick. I have a 
box of small nails some of which are 
brass and some steel. I also have some 
paper dips (as drawn) that are plastic 
and some that are steel. 

Any worries I might have had about 
testing are now greatly enlarged.

Peking’s pressure 
on Hong Kong 

From Mr John Walden 

Sir. If the Hong Kong political 
reforms mooted by Chris Patten (re- 
port. October 8) were to be im- 
plemented. the consequences would 
be as innocuous and unobjectionable 
as toe Peking government's oppo- 
sition to them (reports, November 1 7. 
IS. 19) is unreasonable and ir- 
rational. All toe reforms do is slightly 
to enhance the potential of the 1995 
legislature io perform its constitu- 
tional duty to hold the territory's nan- 
elected executive accountable and 
discourage it from exercising its 
absolute powers in an arbitrary way. 

A funher advantage will be’io give 
toe Hone Kong legislature as a whole 
a more credible mandate to represent 
and speak for toe people of Hong 
Kong and so demonstrate that the 
territory is governed b> democratic 
institutions and the rule of law. 

These modest measures wilt not 
usurp toe powers of the Hong Kong 
government. Nor do they seek in 
abrogate the powers vestal in du- 
rum re government by toe Basic Law 
approved by the National People’s 
Congress in 1990. But they will, as 
indeed they should, serve to help 
check toe conduct of the government 
of toe Hong Kona Special Admin- 
istrative Region after 1097 if left in 
place b\ China when it assume' 
sovereignty. 

For better or for worse that govern- 
ment is to be executive-led. its senior 
officials selected and appointed by toe 
Peking government, and it wiU be 
vested with a monopoly of power to 
make policies for toe region and to 
implement them. 

All this is decreed by the Basic Law. 
Bui ii is not ihe form of government 
that toe British Parliament and toe 
Hong Kong legislature of 1984 were 
led by toe Thatcher government io 
believe would be put in place by 1 997. 

According to the white paper laid 
before Parliament in November 1984 
the system of government that was to 
be developed would have its authority 
firmly rooted in Hong Kong, would 
be able to represent authoritatively toe 
views of toe people of Hong Kong 
and would be more directly account- 
able to them. 

To achieve these ends the then 
legislative and executive councillors 
regarded it as essential “to transferthe 
powers of the colonial government to 
the elected representatives of the 
people of Hong Kong” and some 
form of ministerial system was ex- 
pected to follow. 

Since the Sino-Brirish joint declara- 
tion was ratified in May 1 985 action 
to implement the political objectivesof 
the 1984 White Paper has been 
deliberately delayed by' the Hong 
Kong government in response to 
pressures brought to bear upon the 
British government by China. 

Now that China has successfully 
suppressed the development of demo- 
cratic government in Hong Kong and 
ensured the continuation beyond 
1997 of colonial-style authoritarian 
rule, but under Chinese suzerainty. 
Mr Denis Healey's view, in the debate 
on the Hong Kong Bill in the House 
of Commons on January 21. 1985. 
dial making Hong Kong's bureau- 
cracy accountable was always more 
important than introducing West- 
minsier- style parliamentary democ- 
racy. has acquired the virtue of 
necessity. 

Yet even this safeguard against 
abuse of power by the future Peking- 
appointed executive of toe govern- 
ment of the territory, and it is one that 
is required under toe Sino-Brirish 
joint declaration, will be denied to the 
people of Hong Kong if the Peking 
government's campaign to make Mr 
Panen abandon his constitutional 
package is successful.

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DOUGLAS BARRETT 


FREDDIE MOORE 



Douglas Eric Barrett 
scholar in Indian art, has 
died aged 75. He was 
born on March 10. 1917. 

DOUGLAS Barrett was an 
outstanding Keeper of Orien- 
tal Antiquities at the British 
Museum and the most wide* 
ranging and influential schol- 
ar of his generation in the field 
of Indian an and architecture. 

Barrett’s interest in an ap- 
peared while he was still in his 
teens. As a schoolboy in Ox- 
ford he came to the attention 
of die Keeper of die 
Ashmolean Museum, who en- 
couraged him to handle ob- 
jects there. After reading 
Greats at Oxford, Barrett had 
a distinguished career in the 
second world war as a Com- 
mando. taking part in a 
number of landings. Serving 
in Germany after the war. he 
oversaw the restitution of Bee- 
thoven’s piano to its owners 
and was involved in the recov- 
ery of a number of works of an 
that had been hidden during 
hostilities. 

In 1947 Barrett joined the 
British Museum and was 
initially given charge of the 
Islamic collections. A quick 
student he soon produced an 
authoritative monograph on 
the Museum's Islamic 
metalwork. 

India, however, was his true 
love, and it was in this field 
that he made his greatest 
contribution to the Museum, 
as Assistant Keeper under 
Basil Gray and. from 1 969 to 


1977. as Keeper of Oriental 
Antiquities. Barrett’s numer- 
ous acquisitions, made pos- 
sible by the timely advent of 
the Brooke-SeweD Fund, 
raised the already rich Indian 
sculpture collections to their 
present pre-eminence. This 
meant not only filling gaps 
with judicious purchases, but 
ensuring that newly recog- 
nised aspects of Indian an 
were represented by objects of 


the proper high standard. 
Barrett did this supremely 
well, for he had the eye of a 
connoisseur — not as common 
among museum curators as 
might be thought — as well as 
the an historian's approach to 
objects. He was always abreast 
of scholarship in his field — 
and frequently led it. 

Noted for his skill in negoti- 
ations. Barrett managed to 
acquire a bronze Buddha fig- 


ure from both Gandhara and 
Gupta periods in North India, 
rare birds indeed. Guided by 
an unusually edectic feeling 
for aesthetic values, he singled 
out for purchase among Kash- 
miri bronzes a highly distinc- 
tive AvaJokhesvara. to which 
he added a delectable ivory 
and wood panel. 

With his love of the Tamil 
country and his intimate 
knowledge of the early Cola 
temples in which most of the 
finest South Indian bronze 
sculptures remain housed. 
Barrett, along with two Indian 
colleagues, brought the su- 
preme achievements of the 
Southern bronze-casters to the 
attention of the world, as well 
as a small constellation of fine 
examples to the museum. He 
was an expert on Indian 
painting, acquiring a number 
of excellent pictures and col- 
laborating with Gray on a 

standard survey work. Paint- 
ing of India. To these and 
other acquisitions must be 
added the many gifts to the 
museum from Barren himself. 

Barrett's first major pub- 
lished work on Indian an was 
his study of the famous marble 
reliefs from Amaravati { i 954). 
then being reinstalled in the 
front hall of the museum 
according to his reconstruc- 
tion of foe Great Stupa they 
once adorned. This book re- 
vealed foe intellectual rigour 
which gave a definitive impact 
to so much of his writing. 

At the same time he met 
Madhuri Desai. director of 


foe Bhulabhal Memorial In- 
stitute, Bombay, and. under 
her aegis he undertook, al- 
most yearly, eleven tours in 
India, visiting every area with 
a distinctive regional tradition 
at Feast once. Barrett look to 
India like a hamsa jthe Indian 
goose! to water. Wearing Indi- 
an dress, he was on occasion 
able to enter shrines forbidden 
to non-Hindus, vouched for by 
his companions as 3 Kashmiri 
Brahmin. 

These study tours made 
Barrett a most discerning and 
widely informed western his- 
torian of Indian ait Outstand- 
ing among his writings are 
Early Cola Bronzes (1965) 
and Early Cola Architecture 
and Sculpture 1 1974). He also 
wrote short monographs on 
several Indian sites. A volume 
of his collected papers (1990) 
comprised his early and origi- 
nal work on the bronze and 
stone sculpture of north-west 
India and Pakistan; his stud- 
ies of Deccan i an. including 
further aspects of Amaravati; 
and articles on South Indian 
temples and bronzes. 

Douglas Barren married, 
first, Norah Eleanor Wans, 
who died in 1975. Cruelly 
immobilised by a stroke for 
two years after his retirement 
in 1977, he continued to take 
an active interest in Indian an 
with foe support of his second 
wife. Mary. She survives him. 

To their home came schol- 
ars, curators and the paladins 
of foe an trade, who benefited 
from his expenise. 


Freddie Moore, jazz 
drummer, sineer and 
bandleader, died in New 
York on November 3 aged 
92. He was bom in 
Washington, North 
Carolina, on August 20, 
1900. 

ALMOST as old as jazz itself. 
Freddie Moore was one of foe 
pioneers of jazz percussion, 
playing drums and wash- 
board in a style he learnt as a 
teenager In touring cirrus and 
minstrel show?. He made his 
name as the drummer with 
Joe “Kina'’ Oliver in the early 
1930s, convening rehearsals 
and booking musicians for the 
legendary corr.etisL who at 
this iate stage in his career 
used a pistol to ensure that 
attendance at rehearsais was 
mandatory. "The thing that 
made foe band cook was 
Freddie Moo.-e’i pusn- 
drjmming...good old New 
Orleans back beat drums.” 
recalled Clyde Bernhardt. Oli- 
ver’s. trombonist. 

Moore made his first 
records with Oliver in 1930. 
including "Rhythm Club 
Stomp”. "He had started play- 
ing at the age of 12. imitating 
other drummers and finally 
being allowed to si: ir» with foe 
band at the Livery Stable 
Ballroom in New Bern. North 
Carolina, where he grew up. 
His first professional job was 
in A. G. Allen’s minstreis. 
whom he joined after working 
as a deliv er, boy and in a 
circus sideshow a cl He began 
as “Walking Gent" earning 


foe band's coats lo dean and 
dry them after street parades 
in’readiness for foe evening's 
show. He ended up taking foe 
place of drummer Joe White, 
v»ho had taught him percus- 
sion technique and trick 
effects. 

The tricks and showman- 
ship were to become hall- 
marks of Moore’s style. “He 
had good credentials and a 
good beat." remembered An 
Hodes, - and ail foe time those 
eyes were rolling. Funny cat.” 

Leaving the minstrris. 



Moore worked for some years 
at the Gaiety Theatre in 
Birmingham. Alabama, back- 
ing touring acts: “1 played for 
aD of them — Sarah Martin. 
Bunerbeans and Susie. Ida 
Cox, Ma Rai net - ... Bessie 
Smith. The rert of them sang, 
bu: not like Bessie Smith, she 
could really sing the blues." 

After touring as far afield as 
Cuba in a touring revue. 
Moore worked with' Charlie 


Crcafo in St Louis, before- 
organising his own band in 
Detroit. He came to New York 
in 1 929 to join Eubie Blake in 
a revue at the Lafayette The- 
atre in Harlem. This was 
followed by the years with 
Oliver, after which Moore led 
a trio in Harlem, famous for 
after hours jum sessions where 
the teenage Buddy Rich would 
take over F reddie's drums. 

In the 194fis. Moore be- 
came a figurehead of the 
revivalist movement, playing 
and recording with Art 
Hodes. Wild Bill Davison and 
Sidney Bechet. He came to 
Europe in 1954. sailing the 
Atlantic with trumpeter Lee 
Collins, but it was not until he 
returned to France foe follow- 
ing year with Sammy Price 
that European audiences wen- 
able to appreciate fully his old- 
style playing. 

In the’ I %0s he worked in 

New- York with Tony Paremi 
and then Roy Eldridge at 
Ryans, before settling at the 
Red Blazer where he worked 
until foe late 1 9 80s. 

A childhood accident had 
damaged one of his legs, and 
in his last years Moore played 
washboard in preference" to 
drums as he became increas- 
ingly lame. Nevertheless he 
retained his .strong beat, and 
hi* vocal style. Both came 
together in "his song “Blues 
and Booze” first recorded in 
1945. which audiences over 
the years came to identify with 
Moore; “Shoot foe juice to me. 
Lucy. Shcor it to me all night 
long!”

MARK ROSENBERG 


John BountfOon. FRCS, 
a leading authority in 
Spinal manipulative 
medicine, died on October 
6, while visiting 
Michigan, aged 78. He 
was born in Oxford on 
February 14. 1914. 

WHILE finishing his medical 
training at St Thomas’ Hospi- 
tal, John Bourdillon had a 
serious motorcycle accident 
and foe treatment he received 
from the orthopaedic surgeon 
whetted his interest in ortho- 
paedics. He subsequently 
trained and drew inspiration 
from the legendary Cyriax. a 
pioneer in manipulative 
techniques. 

BouitWlon was educated at 
the Dragon School, Gresh- 
am’s and Balliol College. Ox- 
ford, and went on to finish his 
medical training al St Thom- 


as' Hospital. He obtained his 
fellowship of the Royal College 
of Surgeons in Orthopaedics 
in 1940. 

During the second world 
war he served in the RAF as a 
surgeon in North Africa and 
Italy. Following the war he did 
a refresher course at Byfleet in 
Surrey and then obtained a 
post at Addenbrooke’s Hospi- 
tal in Cambridge. Later he 
became senior consulting sur- 
geon for North Gloucester- 
shire. While practising 
orthopaedic surgery, he be- 
came interested m the use of 
manipulative treatment in 
musculo skeletal problems, 
particularly those of the spine. 

Emigrating to Canada in 
1969,. he. set up practice in 
Vancouver, British Columbia, 
at foe age of 53 to concentrate 
on what had become his life 
interest 



Foreign medical graduates, 
however weD-qualmed enter- 
ing Canada, are required to sit 
the General Medical LMCC 
Examination before being 
allowed to practice. None 


stood out more at foe 
Shaughnessy Hospital in Van- 
couver than John Bourctillon. 
Standing well over six feet tall, 
grey suited and wearing his 
old Ballioi tie, he exuded that 
quiet confidence that was one 
of his characteristics. Having 
cleared this hurdle, he set up 
practice in Vancouver and 
rapidly establishing his reput- 
ation, attracted patients from 
aD over the province. He 
joined foe North American 
Academy of Manipulative 
Medicine, serving in a variety 
of capacities including foe 
presidency in 1973-1974. 
Throughout his time in Cana- 
da he taught courses in man- 
ual orthopaedic medicine, 
passing on his knowledge to 
others as well as learning new 
techniques for healing. He 
became a member of foe 
faculty of Michigan State 


University and was made a 
professor of osteopathy. 

The first edition of his book 
Spinal Manipulation was 
published in 1970. Four more 
editions subsequently followed 
with foe fifth edition being 
published in 1 992. Through- 
out foe five editions one can 
see foe growth in breadth and 
depth of his knowledge of his 
field. 

Outside his practice. 
Bourdillon was a very keen 
garderter and an able crafts- 
man. He recently returned to 
England to live at Bradford on 
Avon. He flew to Michigan to 
fulfill his commitments as a 
visiting professor. While there 
he collapsed and died in 
hospital. 

He is survived by his wife. 
Frances, his sons. Peter and 
Benedict, and his step-daugh- 
ters, Barbara and Sally. 


Mark H. Rosenberg. 
American film producer 
whose films indnded The 
Killing Fields, died of 
heart failure on 
November 6 while on 
location m Stanton. Texas, 
aged 44. He was born in 
Passaic, New Jerscv. in 
1948. 

WHEN Mark Rosenberg pro- 
duced The Killing Fields for 
Warner Brothers in 1984. 
winning three Oscars, it was a 
return to familiar territory. He 
had first come to public atten- 
tion while a student at foe 
University of Wisconsin in foe 
late 1 960s. when he became 
leader of a militant group. 
Students for a Democratic 
Society, and waged fierce re- 
sistance against foe Vietnam 
War. It was no coincidence 
that his first major movie 


should be set in foe killing 
fields of south east Asia. 

Rosenberg's political activity 
continued throughout his life. 
He was honoured by foe 
American Civil Liberties 
Union for his opposition to 
apartheid and his advocacy of 
human rights. 

He began his career in film 
adverrisingand later became a 
literary agent. Then, in 1978. 
he joined Warner as vice 
president for production being 
promoted to president in 
1983. He seized his new 
opportunities with alacrity. 
The Killing Fields was fol- 
lowed by The World Accord- 
ing to Garp ; Never Say Never 
Again (with Sean Connery}; 
and Greystoke : The Legend of 
Tarzan, Lord of the Apes. 
which had Christopher Lam- 
bert in the tide role and Ralph 
Richardson, in his last screen 


appearance, as his Grandpa. 

Two years later Rosenberg 
left Warner Brothers to join 
5ydney Pollack at Mirage 
Productions. Together they 
produced a series of box office 
successes, including Bright 
Lights. Big City, starring 
Michael J. Fox; Major 
League-. Presumed Innocent 
(with Harrison Ford): and foe 
less successful comedy King 
Ralph. 

In 1989 Rosenberg set up 
.his own company. Spring 
Creek Productions, in partner- 
ship with his wife, producer 
Paula Weinstein. They devel- 
oped an arrangement with 
Warner and began using its 
lot to make 77je Fabulous 
Baker Boys. Rosenberg was 
working on their latest film, 
flesh and Bone, when he 
collapsed and died. 

He is survived by his wife.

Shake-up of 
pension 
monitoring 
urged

pay for this, its bankers 
could be forced to pay toe 
biff since they hold land 
and plant as security.

Blue 
Circle’s own capacity usage was about 90 per cent 
that year, against full capacity output in 1988 before 
extra capacity became available elsewhere, including 
its own imports from Denmark. This year. Blue 
Circle has operated at about 70 per cent capacity, 
which should rise, after the cuts, to 80 per cent or 
more in 1 993, without any fancy assumptions about 
the economy or the construction industry. 

Lila many basic industry groups. Blue Circle has 
been hanging on in die hope that die recession would 
soon end but can wait no longer. Like others, its 
projections appear to show that this has been more 
than a normal cyclical downturn and that demand 
will not bounce right back but resume growth from a 
drastically lower base. Such reasoning, spre ad across 
businesses large and small, is unfortunately self- 
fulfilling. Cuts in capacity will dampen recovery and 
effectively rule out anything approaching a boom in 
the next few years, since a sustained surge in demand 
would soon have to be met fay imports or become 
inflationary. Industry's pressing financial need to 
come to grips with today's problems could make life 
harder in a few year's time.

M eanwhile, back at what used to be the 
coalface, economic signals show the sort of 
churning titat takes place at the change of 
the tide.

Shareholders see red as Big Blue 


turns green around the gills 


Many people believe the 
sum of IBM's parts is 
worth more than the 
whole. Philip Robinson 
looks at the possibility o f 
the group being split up 


F or more than a generation, 
the workforce ai IBM would 
sing the company song 
praising its founder TJ Wat- 
son whose blend of austere person- 
ality and super salesman laid the 
groundwork for creating the world’s 
largest computer maker. He encour- 
aged church-like behaviour, insisted 
that male staff wore dark suits and 
white shirts, banned smoking in the 
office during decades while smoking 
was fashionable, and plastered every 
wall from the boardroom to the toilet 
with the sign “THINK”. 

Five chief executives later, the 
empire that became known as Big 
Blue is turning pale. The company 
that promised employees a job for life 
is cutting staff at an unprecedented 
rate. The final tally for this year is 
expected within six weeks. So far. an 
estimated 40,000 jobs wil] have been 
axed around the world, but the final 
figure could be much higher. It is 
undear how many of these will come 
from among the 20.000 IBM em- 
ployees in Britain, its most important 
base outside America. 

IBM’s drastic surgery cost it $10 
billion to remove 60.000 from the 
payroll in the past two years and dose 
factories. At the current rate, that 
works out at just over £ 1 00.000 a job. 
The numbers are already twice whai 
had been expected by IBM manage- 
ment. but generous redundancy 
terms prompted staff to rush for the 
exits. The gravy train is drying up. 
Industry sources say IBM can no 
longer afford such payoffs and if the 
latest round of job aits is insufficient 
to bring costs down, the next will be 
much less attractive. 

Personnel cuts are only part of 
what is worrying Wall Street IBM 
shares have collapsed in the past two 
months to a point where there is now 
serious concern over the dividend. 
The apparent slow progress of John 
Akers, chairman and chief executive, 
to demonstrate the success of his 
master plan has prompted calls by 
shareholders for the company to be 
broken up — a move the US 
government tried for 13 years, but 
abandoned a decade ago. 

The US justice department wanted 
dissection on anti-competitive 
grounds, claiming IBM’s monopoly 
was too powerful. The shareholders’ 
motives are much simpler they 
believe the sum of IBM's parts is 
worth more than the whole. 

Third-quarter losses ignited that 
caH They doused hopes that IBM’s 
core business of mainframe comput- 
ers was improving and that costs were 
coming down. It sent the shares into 
free faD. IBM’s price has halved m 
the past two years and is down 37 per 
cent so far this year to a new year's 
low of $63,125, a figure dose to its 
book value and ranking it among the 
worst performing share in the past

1 2 years. Valued in the market at $36 
billion, it is twice the size of Hanson, 
two and a half times larger than 
Marks and Spencer and three times 
bigger than GEC. 

Among the Fortune 500. ii is 
ranked fourth largest on sales but 
267tb for its rate of return to 
shareholders. Their anger is rising. 
One West Coast money manager 
forecast the shares would rise be- 
tween 10 and 20 percent if Mr Akers 
resigned, and the United Sharehold- 
ers Association, a Washington ginger 
group, has tabled four challenges at 
IBM's meeting next ApriL They want 
the company to sefl assets, split the 
chairman and chief executive jobs, 
create a comminee of independent 
directors and tie pay to performance. 

Ralph Whitworth, USA executive 
director, said: “IBM is in a critical 
condition, it’s time for a second 
opinion.’’ Daniel Benton, at 
Goldman Sadis, said it was difficult 
to see a reversal in IBM’s fortunes as 
a huge company that is simply 
eroding. 

Others have been cutting profit 
expectations for this year by between 
a third and a half. Dan Mandresh. of 
Merrill Lynch, an acknowledged 
optimist about the company, cut his 
forecast from $4.5 billion to $3.1 
billion- John Jones, of Salomon 
Brothers, estimates $2.3 billion this 
year and $2.7 billion next In July. 


the consensus was for this year’s 
profits to total almost $5 billion. 

1 ndustry experts say 1 BM has been 
caught in a classic map: sales of its 
highly profitable mainframe comput- 
ers have been falling, it is fighting a 
cut-throat price war in the middle 
and personal computer markets and 
gross p ro fit margins are falling fester 
than costs. 

A s a government-sized bu- 
reaucracy that last year 
employed 350,000 people. 
IBM has been ill-equipped 
to keep pace with the recent rapidly 
changing demands of customers. 
Snapping up its market share have 
been smaller companies, such as 
Apple and Compaq, whose lean and 
nimble structures allow more flexibil- 
ity for a sudden change of direction to 
follow the consumer. 

IBM is now aiming for a much 
nimbler image. Mr Akers wants the 
company's 1 3 separate businesses to 
be concentrated into six main divi- 
sions. It has already consolidated its 
personal computer business into a $7 
billion company, the largest PC 
corporation in the world. But analysts 
say there has been slow progress 
elsewhere. Some have already pro- 
duced their own plans, which divide 
IBM's operations into neat packages 
to be spun off immediately on die 
stock market- By one calculation, the 


market valuation of five of IBM’s 
non-mainframe business could total 
almost as much as the entire com- 
pany. One estimate puls a $38 billion 
value on the mainframe business 
alone and according to Adstar, the 
British business that makes storage 
devices, tape drives and software, is 
worth $17.4 billion. Broken up, 
observers say IBM’s market value 
could almost double to about $70 
billion. 

One Chicago analyst estimates that 
a flotation of all 1 3 businesses would 
triple shareholder value. Mr Jones, of 
Salomon, said: “Next year wiD be the 
real test The company’s strategy is 
appropriate; now we wfl] have to see 
how it is executed/ Progress there is 
being partly obscured at the moment 
by the general economic problems, 
but we should have a dearer idea on 
whether IBM can be turned around 
by the end of next year. 

“We got these shares as a hold and 
are telling diems that if they have a 
twoor-more-year time horizon they 
should buy them. We think it has 
enough cash flow to keep the divi- 
dend safe.” For Mr Akers, time is 
running out The ex-Yale man wfl] be 
58 three days after Christmas and. 
under IBM rules, retires in two years. 
He took charge in 1985. after 
spending most of this working life in 
the company, with the stated ambi- 
tion to lift sales to $1 00 billion before 


he left. IBM’s sales are $64 billion 
and felling. 

Robert Puffer, a director with The 
Gartner Group, the Connecticut 
industry waichdog. said: “1 BM left it 
very late to bite foe bullet It wasn't 
until 1985 that thty had any really 
serious competition and by then the)' 
had become complacent and very fat 
But they have cut out a lot of dead 
weight They’re now in a transition 
phase and whether they recover 
quickly or slowty wfl] depend to a 
large degree on the performance of 
the global economy.” 

The pace of IBM’s entry into new 
Adds with new products has picked 
up. In the past few months, it has 
announced a series of desk-top and 
notebook computers at discount 
prices, which would have been un- 
thinkable only five years ago. 

Its recent track record is not that of 
a pioneer. It took 1 1 years to get into 
the mini-computer business, four 
years to enter the personal computer 
market (Apple led the fidd in 1977). 
five years to develop engineering 
work stations and pecompatible 
laptops and three years to develop the 
latest generation of work stations. 

Recently, Mr Akers said: "We have 
all the habits that generated one of 
the most successful enterprises in 
business history. We also have the 
habits of a business that hasn’t 
performed up to our expectations."

Now, we have to wait almost 
two months for the cheque to 
dear and never know what 
the change is going to be until 
our quarterly statement is 
issued.

What lies ahead for 


key business areas

WORRYING times still lie ahead 
for small businesses in the hotel, 
restaurant and public house mar- 
ket The future of many small food 
retailers hangs in the balance, 
although exceptional service can be 
a key to profitable survival. Howev- 
er, small businesses in the nursing 
homes sector are in better shape. 

This assessment, of three key 
areas for small businesses comes 
from Pinders, Britain’s biggest 
business appraisers that report on 
thousands of small businesses every 
year for clients such as banks. 

Pinders has a database of 82,000 
businesses in its three specialist 
sectors, itshows that the outtookfor 
hotels and restaurants is stiff bleak. 

Geoff Wheatley, Pinders' man- 
aging director, said: "Many in 
these businesses will feel fortunate 
if careful management and strin- 
gent controls enable them to stay 
solvent till the promised upturn 
comes, ” 

Finders confirms that brewery 
disposals of tied pubs to meet anti- 
monopoly demands have exagger- 
ated the steady decline in pub 
values over the past year. Forced 
sales have been a market feature for 
12 months, but Pinders suggests 
that in the past few months the 
number going into receivership has 
declined as banks have taken a 
longer-term view about possible 
recovery. It says that although the 
deadline for tied house disposals 
has been passed, some breweries 
are stiU making disposals. This 


could mean the market may not 
show signs of greater stability as 
quickly as some nave been hoping. 

In retailing, pinders sees some 
stabilisation in profitability for food 
outlets after a period of“sagnifi- 
canf 1 decline. Although many 
small find retailers are stiU under 
threat, it says some businesses 
offering exceptional service, ach- 
ieve a very good return on capital 
They do this by winning a loyal 
clientele and by good manage- 
ment. 

Market values of nursing homes 
have been maintained, but residen- 
tial care homes have seen a fall in 
profitability, with business values 
down by nearly 10 per cent.

MAKING a silk, purse out of a 
sow’s ear is one of the surest ways to 
success. Alison Bell has come pretty 
dose. She started her business of 
silk screen printing designs on to 
fabric in a convened pig sly. * 

She had been working as a 
secretary in London but returned to 
High Toynton. near Homcastle, 
Lincolnshire, in the summer of 
1976. She had .a degree in fine art 
and had taken' evening classes in 
fabric printing. She says: “My 
father made me a trestle table and I 
startled sQk screen printing. I could 
keep my overheads down and 
make die most of my own equip- 
ment I wanted to design dothes 
that were different but modestly 
priced, so that my customers would 
have an alternative to going into a ■ 
high street shop and buying what 
30,000 other people were 
wearing." 

The silk screen process involves 
cutting out stencus with a sharp 
knife. Designs are stencilled on to 
fabrics that are placed under a 
screen netting to regulate the flow 
of paint ana prevent smudging. 
The process comes from the Far 
East where the screens were origi- 
nally made of silk.

VISUAL ART; The magnificent Sickert retrospective at the Royal Academy reviewed; plus recommended exhibitions 


Scenes from 
a life filled 
with variety 

Sickert’s late pictures, once dismissed 
as crude, can now be seen as the climax 
of the artist’s career, says Richard Cork

L eaning perilously over the 
edge of the cheapest seals, 
a grey-coated clutch of 
music-hall devotees gawp 
at the stage far below. The object of 
their adoration cannot be seen. But 
they are sitting in the celebrated 
Old Bedford, and Sickert’s original 
title for the painting proves that 
Little Dot Hetherington was sing- 
ing her runaway hit “The Boy f love 
is up in die Gallery”. Captivated by 
her performance, each of the star- 
ing men imagines that she is 
directing the song at him. And 
Sickert, in turn, fully shared their 
spellbound response. 

By 1895. when this arresting 
canvas was probably painted, he 
had long been notorious for his 
willingness to regard the music hall 
as a legitimate subject for high arL

“the lowest degradation of which 
the art of painting is capable”, but 
Sickert was unrepentant In his 
defiant view, the “plastic arts are 
gross arts, dealing joyously with 
gross material fads”. 'Die raucous, 
uninhibited vigour of the music 
hall was far better calculated to 
produce a robust picture than a 
genteel theme, and he even insisted 
that while painting and sculpture 
“flourish in the scullery or on the 
dunghill, they fade at a breath from 
the drawing-room”. 

Now that his rebellious canvases 
of that period have been reassem- 
bled. in the first room of the Royal 
Academy’s great retrospective, they 
vindicate his confidence. But only 
because he discovered in these 
seedy palaces of variety an unex- 
pected vein of poetry. Little Dot 
appears at the centre of one 
outstanding early image, reflected 
in a mirror as she stands, caught by 
a spotlight, on die Old Bedford's 
stage. As her finger points up to 
“the boy” in the gallery, she looks 
oddly doll-like and vulnerable. 

Sickert discovered even more 
fragility in the dose-up painting of 
Minnie Cunningham at the Tivoli 
performing her popular song “The 
Art of M aking Love". Sickert paints 
her with a melting, near-fluores- 
cent looseness which makes her 
resemble a wraith. 

The audacious simplirity of the 
Cunningham picture shows how 
great a debt Sickert owed to his

mentor Whistler. On the whole, 
though, his friendship with Degas 
dominates the music-hall pictures. 
They derive, too dosely at times, 
from the cafe-concert, ballet and 
theatre images Degas had earlier 
produced. The two men first met in 
1883, and Sickert’s admiration 
was immediate. They appear to- 
gether in a photograph taken at 
Dieppe, reproduced now in Yale 
University Press’s handsome cata- 
logue of the exhibition. But Sickert 
only became full)' himself once 
Degas's shadow had grown less 
prominent, and he began to gain 
his independence in Venice. 

The views of the city painted on 
his first visit are not. on the whole, 
very memorable, but a subsequent 
visit yielded some powerful figure 
studies. Mamma Mia Poverena is

and fluency as he summarises the 
ungainly limbs spread-eagled amid 
the rucked-up sheets. 

All the same, he only discovered 
how to develop the tension-filled 
potential of this subject on his 
return to London. There, stimulat- 
ed by the low-life atmosphere of 
Camden Town and the brutal 
murder of an attractive young 
prostitute called Emily Dimmock 
in the same area, he produced his 
most sinister and disquieting im- 
ages. Harmless convocations in 
luminous Venetian bedrooms gave 
way to darker, more despairing 
and implicitly violent confronta- 
tions. 

The nude lying on the iron-frame 
bed in L'AJfaire de Camden Town 
seems to cower as she twists away 
from the man gazing resolutely 
down at her. Sickert's brush marks 
take on a stabbing, slashing force 
as he fleshes out her defenceless 
limbs. And the eerie bluish light 
spreading across the daustropno- 
bic scene gives the painting a weird, 
underwater remoteness. The crime 
itself is not spetified. 

The apotheosis of this approach 
can be found in his most familiar 
painting. Ennui. Virginia Woolf 
was prompted to write a detailed 
interpretation of the malaise afflict- 
ing this couple, the one puffing on 
his agar while the other leans her 
thin elbows on the dingy chest-of- 
drawers and stares gloomily at

some stuffed birds enclosed in a 
glass contained. “It is all over with 
them, one feels." wrote Woolf. But 
despite EnnuTs novel-like complex- 
ity. Sickert leaves open-ended the 
precise nature and. indeed, the 
future of the relationship between 
this desiccated pair. 

What he did not intend, in the 
largest version of Ennui . is a 
disappointing deadness of execu- 
tion. Its size led him to handle the 
pigment with a doggedness which 
leaves the vivacity of the small 
version far behind. Maybe he over- 
worked this listless image: a grand 
tempera painting of The New 
Bedford, executed the following 
year, benefits hugely from a direct, 
sensuous handling which Ennui 
lacks. But he almost certainly 


intended to finish The New Bedford 
in ofl. so the exhilaration of its 
incomplete state is a happy 
accident. 

Sickert had yet to learn how to 
push himself towards a more 
summary, risk-taking approach, 
and for the next decade he suffered 
from considerable uncertainty 
about how best to proceed. He was 
always an uneven painter, and 
some of the show's weakest pictures 
date from this difficult period. 
Then, quite suddenly, he used a 
photograph of himself eating cereal 
as the basis of a wonderfully 
energetic canvas called Lazarus 
breaks ids Fast. Its vitality and 
shaggy aplomb announced a re- 
awakening. after the depression he 
had suffered following his wife's 


death in 1 920. Rejoicing now in a 
new marriage, and symbolically 
discarding Walter in favour of his 
second name, Richard, the 67-year- 
old painter plunged into a final 
decade of zestful, unpredictable 
innovation. 

For many years, his late pictures 
were castigated for their supposed 
crudeness and open reliance on 
newspaper photographs. But now 
they can be seen as the brave and 
resourceful dimax of his long 
career. Sickert ranged over the 
entire spectrum of society, from a 
choleric George V in conspiratorial 
discussion with his racing manager 
to a sooty miner giving his wife a 
fierce, coal-black loss. 

Sometimes, die insights seem 
astonishingly prescient: the new 


king Edward VIII wavers on 
spindly legs and dutches his Welsh 
Guards bearskin like a muffler as 
he steps, unsteadily, from a car. 
More often than not, though, 
frailty is pitched against gusto. 
High Steppers, based on a publiaty 
still of the Plaza Tiller Girls, look 
almost ghostly as their frothy 
dresses and kicking legs threaten to 
dissolve in the blurred, buttery 
paint 

But the octogenarian Sickert 
makes sure that their klan is 
conveyed as well, by an artist who 
retained his awed enthusiasm for 
theatrical spectade to the last

A long wait for a small wonder 


RAISED eyebrows amongst 
the music press this week, as 
Sony finally unveiled its new 
MiriiDisc hi-fi system this 
week at a lunchtime presenta- 
tion in the West End. While 
broadly welcoming the idea of 
a system which delivers, in 
miniature, nearly all the fea- 
tures of compact disc, many 
observers were taken aback by 
the initial asking price of £400 
for a standard, playback-only 
Walkman model (the MZ-2P).

£500. Pre-recorded MDs win 
cost the same as compact discs, 
while a blank MD (for record- 
ing on. tike a blank cassette) 

will retail at about £9. 

In the fanciful words of 
Sony’s marketing folk, MD is 

a sound-carrying system 

which “fulfils the aspirations 
of the Nintendo generation’*- 
in particular the benefits of 
rapid random access to any

Stages on the 
road to isolation 


IN David Storey's work, people get 
depressed, have nervous breakdowns 
or go mad with disconcerting frequen- 
cy and for quite a variety of reasons. In 
his Home, which is actually set in the 
grounds of a Lunatic asylum, the 
problem seems simply to be personal 
inadequacy and loneliness. In his In 
Celebration, as in several other of liis 
plays, it is the pain of reconciling 
working-class roots with the middie- 
dass lilfe. Only in his early Restoration 
of Arnold Middleton does it have 
something to do with the protagonist's 
seduction of, or by. his mother-in-law. 

And what of Fenchurch, the writer 
and painter whom Alan Bates plays so 
wistfully in Storey’s haunting new 
piece? A psychiatrist attempting a 
diagnosis on the basis of the evidence 
offered by the text would probably find 
a place in his case-notes for all those 
catalyses and causes, but especially the 
last most eccentric one. Many years 
ago Fenchurch married the daughter 
of the rich Yorkshire merchant whose 
lorries carted about the coal that his 
own father developed silicosis digging 
up. He then proceeded to have an 
affair with her mother, was committed 
to a mental hospital when she died, 
and now festers in isolation somewhere 
north of King's Cross. 

The source of the play's tension is 
whether or not his ex-wife will succeed 
in luring him away from the beige 
walls and plain, brown furniture of 
Jocelyn Herbert's set and resettle him 
in up-market Yorkshire: but tension is 
not in very great supply. The play is 
more about revisiting the past than 
making any strong, sudden moves in 
the presenL Those who come to 
Fenchurch’s stark pad include a 
daughter, a shrink, and the unhappily 
married woman who lives next door 
but their function is mostly to listen 
while he tells them things they must 
already know. The result is an elegy for 
lost times and places, an obituary that 
has been free-associated by the corpse- 
to-be himself. 

But there is nothing so very wrong 
with that, given the team that is in 
creative control. Aston gency and un-

sentimental discipline are everywhere 
to be seen. Eindsay Anderson directs as 
coolly as he has directed most of 
Storey*5 previous plays. And Bates, 
himself a veteran of the dramatist's In 
Celebration and Life Class, brings an 
understated melancholy to moments 
which he might have been expected to 
pack with add or anger. When he talks 
of his own family's hatred of his ait it is 
with little more than a sad shrug of the 
battered grey cardigan draped across 
his slumped shoulders. The “dark 
tornado”, as he tells us people once 
called him. has dearly spent itself; and 
mournful reverie is pretty wdJ all that is 
left 

The odd longueur is inevitable, even 
though Bates's ruminations last barely 
90 minutes, and T caught myself 
drifting away as his Fenchurch 
described some of the more remote 
branches of his in-laws' family tree. 
Moreover, Marjorie Yates, Gabrielle 
Lloyd and Rosemary Martin — respec- 
tively the vaguely resentful ex-wife, the 
earnest, concerned daughter and the 
troubled neighbour — can do tittle to 
galvanise the proceedings. Even the 
excellent Joanna David, allegedly an 
expert at curing depressive artists, 
seems scarcely more alive than the 
chair in which she well -meaningly srts. 
Yet when Bates talks of his father, or 
the old Yorkshire, or living in a garret 
in London, or an alcoholic mistress 
who committed suicide, he eEfortiessly 
holds the stage and our attention; and 
when he turns to Isabella, as his 
mother-in-law was called, it is with a 
quiet tenderness of which I for one had 
not hitherto thought him capable. 

What does it all mean? Storey once 
said that a play “lives almost in the 
measure that it escapes and refuses 
definition”. He has always been a 
writer who hints rather than states, let 
alone hectors. Indeed, the conflict 
between “a sense of social justice and 
the freedom to write and paint”, which

he himself suggested in an interview in 
these pages might be the play’s theme, 
is only vestigmQy visible. The real 
schism in Fenchurch as Storey and 
Bates have jointly created him is 
between the ordinary, everyday love he 


felt for his wife and the impossible 
yearnings of the dark, anarchic pans 
he keeps hidden from the world. And, 
whatever the reservations, they make 
for an odder, more troubling and 
rather better play.

Standard recipe for full-dress fiasco 


Robert Palmer an assignment 
too far for the MiikTray Man? 


ROBERT PALMER'S fondness for 
exploring the by-roads of mainstream 
pop has made him a consistently 
interesting performer to observe. At 
times, his career choices have seemed 
wilful rather than wise, but the strand 
of sophisticated pop-soul running 
through his many and varied experi- 
ments has provided some highly 
enjoyable moments. 

The image he has cultivated, mean- 
while, one of urbane, slightly tongue- 
in-cheek machismo, has made him 
seem effortlessly in control, even dur- 
ing his more dangerous missions. In 
advertising terms, he is pop’s equiva- 
lent of the black-dad Milk Tray Man. 
It was disorienting and disquieting, 
then, to find him floundering in full 
evening dress in front of the BBC 
Radio Orchestra, during a perfor- 
mance built around a nucleus of

material from his newly-released al- 
bum Ridin' High. 

A sequence of standards with three 
self-written pieces slipped in its midst 
the collection would seem to be 
Palmer’s attempt to test himself as a 
genuine song stylist. It was not about 
nostalgia, he told his audience early 
on. bur a desire to use songs to tdl 
stories. Cumulatively, the tale they told 
was a sorry one, however. For all his 
spark and nuance as a pop performer, 
he was revealed here as far out of his 
depth before a loyal but palpably 
embarrassed crowd. 

His taste in material was not the 
problem — songs by Cy Coleman. 


Billie Holiday and Johnny Mercer are 
fine by anybody's standards. But 
Palmer’s low-key, soul-inflected ver- 
sions fefl horribly flat in so cavernous a 
menu. Only on songs rich in tacit 
sexuality did he recover anything 
resembling his usual assured person- 
ality. Elsewhere, aD was tasteful but 
strangely lifeless and dulL 
When the evening came to a dose 
with an til-judged version of "Have 
Yourself a Merry Little Christmas", 
performed in gruesome duet with 
Camie Phillips of the glossy American 
pop trio Wilson Phillips, one felt 
guiltily relieved — less for oneself than 
for Palmer, forced to plough through 
the two-hour set Milk Tray Man can 
rarely have had a tougher or more 
thankless assignment

It was left to Franti’s partner. Rono 
Tse, to keep up Hiphop appearances. 
He contributed darning, a bit of bad 
language and the odd verse. His real 
job. though, was the operation of 
various power tools, which he applied 
to a set of wheel rims on a table. 

The Disposable Heroes have adopt- 
ed rap, but they have more in common 
with Sixties agitproppers such as 
Heron and The Last Poets. This per- 
formance was a reminder that ele- 
gance can be as persuasive as ag- 
gression.

At Scarborough Ayckbourn oper- 
ates a “parking space" system. 
Writers are told that they have a slot 
and to come up with a play two to 
three months in advance once an 
initial idea has been approved. 


Chambers, who has been promised 
space for work, is hugely apprecia- 
tive. “I am stiff driving with a 
provisional licence and ft will give 
me a vital chance to improve." he 
says. 

As a company-based writer and 
one of Britain's foremost drama- 
tists, Ayckbourn wiD always have 
an outlet for new work. He sym- 
pathises with foe up-and-coming 
writers, but. in the end, hard work 
and struggle is what ifc all about 
"Most of it is like mountaineering." 
he says. “We only do it to frighten 
ourselves.”

CONCERT 

Stars 
in the 
making 

THIS evening of new and very new 
music, given at foe Queen Eliza- 
beth Hall by foe City of London 
Sinfonia and Richard Hicfcox. was 
called Apocalypse... Then... It 
was the culmination of a period of 
workshop activity in which mem- 
bers of the orchestra, composer 
Malcolm Singer and dancer lryna 
Pyzniuk had teased out the talent in 
two Havering schools. 

The title comes from an image in 
foe Bayeux tapestry in which 
Halley's Comet appears as an 
omen of imminent battle. Ir in- 
spired Judith Weir to write an 
orchestral work called Isn mi rant 
Stella, and her work, characteristi- 
cally. acted as inspiration and 
catalyst for further composition. 

Towards the end of a sensitively 
structured programme in which 60 
schoolchildren had sat and lis- 
tened. apparently spellbound, to 
short works by Vaughan Williams. 
Robin Holloway and Hugh Wood. 
Weir's work itself was played. Isti 
mirant stella is ten minutes of 
Weir’s most imaginative string and 
wind writing, infinitely varied in its 
string textures, fragments of scales 
s pan gling and coalescing to create 
an almost Messiaen-like sense of 
foe numinous. As a compelling 
lesson in listening with both dis- 
crimination and concentration, foe 
piece worked its own magic. The 
true extent of its stimulus, though, 
was to be heard in what followed. 

Thirty children from Gidea Park 
Primary School Romford, re- 
sponded. to create an impressionis- 
tic dance and sound scape. Pitched 
percussion looked up to the heav- 
ens; a distant antiphony of profes- 
sional and child trombone players 
signalled a wordless singing of a 
night’s calm before foe storm of 
battle was unleashed both physical- 
ly and aurally. 

A more abstract, symbolic work 
was created by the older students of 
Emerson Park School Horn- 
church. Their near-minimalist, 
motif-like approach was matched 
by stylised martial-art movement. 
A sense of ancient yet timeless 
combat under a dark star culminat- 
ed in a long funeral march from 
stage to auditorium. 

The CLS certainly deserves every 
new member of the audiences and 
orchestras it is helping to build.

Ian Rickson’s direction 
tries to make overlapping ac- 
tion suggest unity of theme, 
but this exposes the weird jerks 
of tone between scenes.

The Natural History Museum is developing a computer program to transform biological work, Nick Nuttall writes 


In search of 
havens for flora 
and fauna 


A t the Natural History 
Museum in London, 
botanists, entomolo- 
gists and zoologists 
are developing a computer 
system which may play a 
crucial role in helping to 
conserve fee planet’s endan- 
gered animals and plants. 

The system, called World 
Map, can give planners of 
national parks and areas of 
conservation a more efficient 
way of identifying the sites 
they need to protect to save the 
maximum number of animals 
and plant species in a given 
part of the globe. 

The program, an example 
of an expert system. wtQ ana- 
lyse knowledge on the num-

bezs, distribution and types of 
species in an area which has 
been gathered over many 
years horn scientific field trips. 

Dr Chris Humphries, a sen- 
ior scientist on the museum 
team, says: “It will then optim- 
ise the possibility of getting 
maximum biodiversity in fee 
minimum number of 31683." 
The museum’s team has just 
completed a project looking at 
antelopes in Africa for the 
species survival commission of 
the International Union for 
fee Conservation of Nature, 
based in Gland, Switzerland. 

The IUCN furnished infor- 
mation including maps on the 
distribution and relationships 
of Africa’s 78 antdope species 
and then fee pro- 
gram was set to 
work. It identified 
between 40 and 
50 key conserva- 
tion sites, in order 
of importance, 
that would save 
the maximum 
number of ante- 
lope species. 
Some of the sites 
identified were al- 
ready conserva- 
tion areas. 
However, the pro- 
gram showed feat 
they may be less 
important than 
other sites that are 
not protected. 

World Map is 
also being de- 
ployed in Brazil

are doing.’’ Dr Morin says. 

Better management of col- 
lections is possible with mod- 
em information technology. 
Harvard University's Herbar- 
ia is. for example , bar coding 
dried plant specimens rather 
tike supermarkets code food. 
Herbaria are akin to lending 
libraries with often many 
thousands of species being 
despatched and returned each 
year. The bar coding system, 
which is being developed by 
Jim Beach, the data adminis- 
trator, will help to keep track of 
specimens so that scientists 
know what is on loan and 
where and what is in storage. 

A bar coding system also 
allows a herbaria to rapidly 
alter cataloguing details if new 
research indicates that some 


plants should be renamed 
rather than having to amend, 
by hand, written records. 

The Harvard Herbaria is 
also experimenting with geo- 
graphic information systems 
and satellite imaging data to 
pinpoint the locations of plant 
spedes in Borneo. Such tech- 
niques may help to cut fee 
costs of floral surveys by reduc- 
ing fee time and number of 
scientists needed in the field.

Over fee coming years it is 
likely that computers will in- 
crease the rate at which differ- 
ent biological disciplines 
merge together in fee race to 
conserve biodiversity. 

By analysing knowledge on 
a plant wife information on 
climatic conditions, geogra- 
phy, soil chemistry, and. for 
example, distribution of pred- 
ators. sdentists may improve 
fee success rate of reintroduo- 
tions of rare spedes. 

Whether fee full potential of 
global biological data bases 
can be realised will depend on 
the adoption of standards and 
issues of intellectual property 
rights. Charles Stirton, deputy 
director of Kew Gardens, 
which is reviewing its informa- 
tion technology strategy, says: 
“These are not trivial issues. 
Technicaily things may be 
more achievable than they are

They have been 
particularly succesful 
in some spedatist ap- 
plications such as fin- 
ing in electronic 
order forms or in 
situations where fee 
user is moving 
around and would 
find using a key- 
board difficult 
Used as a son of 
electronic clipboard, 
pen-based computer 
uses range from col- 
lecting data at the 
scene of a crime to 
replacing paper 
forms normally 
handwritten by a surgeon in 
fee operating theatre. 

The pen can be used to 
electronically tick boxes, 
choose from a menu of options 
or move symbols around a 
screen as well as the limited 
handwriting recognition.

Later that day sitting at his 
desk and using fee keyboard, 
fee same user can compose a 


letter to a diem,” said Betsy 
Reagan, vice-president of mar- 
keting for Grid. 

But fee obstade to wider use 
of pen-based computers is feat 
they cannot recognise joined- 
up writing, making them of 
only limited use as note-takers. 

Technically it is a horren- 
dous problem to try and 
design software that wfl! rec- 
ognise the huge variations, 
and sometimes downright il- 
legibility, of people’s handwrit- 
ing. On the other hand, if each 
character is printed reasonably 
deariy and separately, it is 
relatively easy for the software 
to dedde which character a 
user's squiggle most closely 
resembles. Much more com- 
plex algorithms and 
larger memory 
would be needed to 
recognise a whole 
word at a time. 

By the time these 
facilities arrive, we 
are likely to be well 
into the era of per- 
sonal communica- 
tors — essentially 
smaller pen-based 
computers which 
will indude the func- 
tions of a cellular 
phone, pen-based 
computer, fax and 
electronic organizer 
and definitely no 
keyboard. 

Apple. IBM. AT&T and a 
small startup called EO Inc,

Contracting out 
computer sgrvices 
lets clients get nn 
with what they do 
best, Jane Bird 
reports 


F ew businesses or govern-' 
niem departments ' could ' 
function without a tde- 
n „ t f . Phone system, yet' they do 
not feel the need to become telecom 
operators. An increasing number 
are also beginning to Slink that 
«wy need not run their own 
computers. 

They believe that, as with office 
cleaning and canteen services, com* 
puteis might be more effectively 
managed fay outsiders, leaving the 
organisation to concentrate on its 
mam business. 

The contracting out of computer 
operations, known as “out- 
sourcing" or “facilities manage- 
ment” . is one of the biggest trends 
in the computer industry, it is 
pawing at 20 per cent ayearand is 
forecast to be worth about £1 billion 
in the UK by 1995. 

It was the freedom to focus on 
core activities dial was the chief 
attraction for the Northern Region- 
al Health Authority (NRHA) when 
it outsourced its entire computer 
operation two years ago following 
the government's 1989 white 
paper. “Working for Patients”. 

Ian Zickerman. director of hu- 
man resources for the authority, 
says; “We warned to reduce the 
management burden tty ensuring 
that we would no longer be 
responsible for providing informa- 
tion technology”. 

like most organisations that out- 
source this part of their business, 
the authority handed over 120 
technical staff and all its computer 
equipment as part of the deal. 

The 63 health organisations, 
including local hospitals that use 
the service, now have a much more 
direct relationship with their farili- 
nes management supplier. AT&T 
IsteL than they could with the 
NHRA. Mr Zickerman says. “The 
previous set-up was rather bureau- 
cratic, whereas now they can talk 
straight to the service provider.** 

One dear attraction of out- 
sourcing is that the client no longer 
needs to wony about investing in 
the latest technology — an expen- 
sive overhead in the fast-changing

world of computers. Outso u rcing 
suppliers, on the other hand, 
should have a vested interest in 
acquiring the latest and top-per- 
forming machines. 

Outsourcing can also cause 21- 
feeling among staff, who may find 
themselves transferred to another 
employer overnight At the NRHA 
it has proved popular. Mr 
Zickerman says. 

“Opportunities for staff have 
improved because our fadlines 
management supplier ran offer far 
more career development potential 
to professionals m information 
technology than is available within 
the health service," he says. 

But it is cutting costs that is 
alwtys the prune motive, says Cotin 
Weir, executive director for IT 
practice at the management consul- 
tancy, PA. “Whatever companies 
say, the main reason titty are 
looking at outsourcing is to save 
money." 

In this, many are disappointed, 
he says. They may save in the short 
term, only to find themselves locked 
into a contract which prevents them 
from making further economies for 
many years: 

In fact, most outsourcing suppli- 
ers ran cut the cost of an in-house 
operation by between 40 per cent 
and 60 per cent simpty by rethink- 



"The gravy train mentality is 
doomed,” he says. “Vendors which 
will survive in future are those that 
offer their diems a more flexible 
relationship based on partnership 
and trust, sharing the risks and 
rewards of the information technol- 


ogy operation. 

One solution is for the vendor to 
charge a fixed margin of, say, 15 
per cent phis extra for improved 
productivity. 

The biggest problem is usually 
deriding whether or not additional 
services are covered by the original 
terms of the contract 

There has to be some flexibility 
here, says John Rioch. a director of 
CMC, an outsourcing supplier, 
because the client cannot possibly 
foresee all future requirements at 
the beginning of a project 
■ He says that his company is 
dying to design contracts that focus 
on the medium to long term and 
defining the sorts of things clients 
might want to do rather than 
precisely how they might be 
achieved 

Another danger for clients is 
losing expertise- Once you have 
transferred your staff and handed 
over your equipment there may be 
nobody left within your organis- 
ation who understands what the

It is a trap that almost caught the 
NHRA. Mr Zickerman recalls. 
“When we began the process of 
transfer, we thought we could move 
across the whole department and 
keep nothing in house. But we 
realised that in order to manage it 
effectively, we needed some way of 
knowing the right questions to ask. 
So we retained three high-level staff 
to take responsibility for informa- 
tion technology strategy.” 

There are undoubtedly benefits 
to be gained horn outsourcing but 
not always those expected. A recent 
survey by CMG found that cost- 
savings were rare and expectations 
of increased flexibility frequently 
disappointed. 

“The inevitable conclusion is that 
people thinking of outsourcing do 
seem to be considerably more 
optimistic than they should be 
based on the experience of those 
who have done it." Mr Rioch says. 


W hen you need a power- 
ful computer network 
and you need it fast, 
outsourcing may be the only 
solution.

T he shake-up has started. 
Government computing 
departments are either 
cutiing their costs drasti- 
cally. in preparation for privatisa- 
tion. or gearing up for the 
possibility of being run by the 
private sector itself. 

In response to the white paper 
“Competing for Quality", pub- 
lished a year ago parts of foe civil 
service under central government 
control are raw required to orga- 
nise a programme of “maitet 
tests”. These are regular assess- 
ments of whether you get better 
value for money by providing 
service internally or by buying it in 
through an external contractor. If 
you choose the latter, foe service 
then becomes “outsourced”. 

There is no presumption foot 
market testing will lead to 
outsourcing. But to run a sensible 
market test, there must be the 
possibility of being able to contract 
out the service, should you so wish. 

“This involves being able to 
specify what the service is, being 
able to manage the contractual 
relationship, and to have some 
confidence in the quality of service 
being supplied by foe contractor.'' 
says Elizabeth Ransom, a partner 
in charge of consultancy at 
KPMG’s centra] government prac- 
tice. All central goyerment depart- 
ments were required to submit 
market test programmes by March 
for foe 1 992/3 year.

The Inland Revenue; for exam- 
ple. has been considering the 
outsourcing of some or all of its 
information technology functions. 
It is now trying to improve the 
value for money and quality of 
work handled by its in-house unit, 
the information technology office. 

The department has already 
market-tested and contracted out 
some activities, including record 
storage; and with it the problem of

Private contractors and their 
employees are required to adopt the 
same standards when protecting 
the privacy of taxpayer information 
as would apply to inland revenue 
employees. 

The government’s market testing 
programme, driven by the effici- 
ency unit in foe cabinet office, is 
also prompting local authorities to 


radically rethink how they provide 
their services, including informa- 
tion technology. 

Increasingly, local authorities are 
realising that the computer systems 
they run do not form part of their 
core activity, which is to ensure that 
services to jhe general public are 
delivered effectively to the appropri- 
ate standard. 

Some are also unwilling, or m 
some cases, unable to sustain the 
high costs of running these systems. 
So they have often asked external 
suppliers — facilities management, 
or other outsourcing companies — 
to manage them instead. 

According to figures about to be 
released from market researcher 
Romtec. public sector facilities 
management accounts for £58 mil- 
lion in local government. Central 
government departments and 
agencies account for £67 million. 

It is a fast-growing industry. The 
British market for facilities man- 
agement in information technol- 
ogy has readied more than £500 
million a year, with the public 
sector accounting for nearly a third 
of that Hoskyrts is still the leading 
supplier overall though others are 
growing rapidly and dosing foe

For example, Telecom Capita 
has grown particularly rapidly, 
almost exclusively from offering 
facilities management to foe public 
sector.

“The contract means 
we only pay for the resources we use 
and we have been able to reduce 
greatly our overheads as a result” 

Hertfordshire Council has re- 
cently outsourced the bulk of its 
information technology operations 
to ITNet in an £11 million, five- 
year agreement “We buy the 


capacity we need.” says Mike 
Fogaty, head of information ser- 
vices for foe coundL “We’ve saved 
20 per cent of our budget in the first 
year". 

Although" foe council has kept 
control & applications develop- 
ment and of the departmental 
systems which house the activities 
of the council's social services and 
libraries. Mr Fogaty says some or 
all of these functions wfll probably 
also be outsourced in die next wave 
of competitive tendering early next 
year.

Can’t handle your information technology? Call the experts 


T he big City financial institu- 
tion s have always been 
among the heaviest users of 
information technology. Now 
many of them are loo long at foe 
prospect of outsourcing either as 
customers or for using their com- 
puter knowledge to provide services 
toothers. 

A growing number of software 
houses and consultancies offer facil- 
ities management or outsourcing 
services aimed at the financial 
community. Participants in this 
relatively new market indude EDS 
Sticonfrom foe software sector and 
Andersen Consulting from among 
foe consultants. Market research 


suggests that within five years the 
UK wifi spend £1 billion a year on 
outsourcing. 

Last year foe established com- 
panies were joined by Barclays 
Bank, which set up Band ays Com- 
puter Operations (BCG). This not 
only tenders competitively for 
Barclays' own processing require- 
ments but also offers services to 
other financial institutions. 

Bruce Hotter. BCO's managing 
director, says his company’s special- 
ist knowledge puts it in a better 
position than foe independent 
outsourcing companies to offer 
services to other banks and even 
potential competitors because it is

as deeply rooted in the financial 
community as it is in foe informa- 
tion technology world. 

Mr Hotter says: “We understand 
foe demands that are being made 
on the financial community. For 
example, there are some very 
stringent controls coming out of foe 
Bank of England that apply to the 
whole financial sector— foe banks, 
insurance companies and budding 
societies." 

So far most of foe work that BCO 


undertakes is for its parent com- 
pany. Outside contracts “hardly 
register yeT and account for only 
about 1 per cent of business, Mr 
Hotter admits. 

None of foe other main banks 
has been as adventurous. “My 
impression is that foe others either 
wish they had thought of it first or 
say that we are out of our minds" 
Mr Hotter says. 

Other city institutions are fre- 
quently turning over their comput- 


er systems to be run on their behalf 
The London Stock Exchange has 
been a large user of computer 
power for 20 years but it has now 
largely abandoned its involvement 
with foe technology and handed 
over the lion’s share of the task, to 
Andersen Consulting. 

This particular contract, howev- 
er, is not the type in which the 
whole of the computing depart- 
ment — braidings, machines and 
staff — are handed over lock, stock 


and barrel to another out s ourc i ng 
provider. 

Only computing staff have been 
transferred to Andersen and foe 
Stock Exchange has retained own- 
ership of both foe buildings and the 
machines 

The main reason for contracting 
out foe processing was that al- 
though the systems are old. they 
perform vital functions that it is 
essential to keep running. 

“It is alittle embarrassing foatwe 
should have allowed our systems to 
get into that state at aH,” says Jane 
Barker , the finance director of the 
Stock Exchange. “But we. needed 
both to change them and to keep 


running. There is no way that a 
traditional facilities supplier could 
replace our kit because it is so old. 
Much of the knowledge is therefore 
held in foe heads of tire people who 
have been working with it” 
Another problem with many 
outso urc in g deads is that the em- 
ployees of foe company outsourcing 
foe system are fearful of tiieir future 
employment prospects under a new 
management structure. Ms Barker 
admits that the changeover was 
difficult “You cannot go through 
this sort of exercise without some 
pain far foe staff," she says.

When IBM moves into a market , 
heads turn. David Gnest on the 
jmpact of big league players

O ne of the more tiresome 
of the computer indus- 
try's cliches is die asser- 
tion that when the huge 
and influential IBM takw? its first 
steps in any new sector of the 
infonnation technology market it 
“legitimises the market". 

What this forelock-tugging often 
means is merely that IBM has been 

a tot slow off the mark. But the late 
arrival of IBM and others in 
facilities management and 
outsourcing has been more 
deliberate. 

“The major manufacturers 
stayed out because thty saw it as a 
threat to their main lines of 
business" says Richard Bagelin, 
director of customer services for the 
French-owned computer mai^ 
Bull. “Those that formed the mar- 
ket were not the traditional suppli- 
ers and they did so because of spare 
capacity or leverage from assets 
they already had". 

The trail-blazers in facilities man- 
agement and outsourcing have 
ban specialist, independent pro- - 
viders of computer software and 
services, companies like Hoskyns, 
AT&T/Istd, EDS and Andersen 
Consulting. 

“Hoskyns was for

in question. “You must insist on 
seeing the people who will be doing 
the work" he emphasises. 

Not suprisingty IBM and Bull 
both argue that they can contribute 
unique advantages in providing 
such services. "In IBM,- we have a 


national and international capab- 
ility." Mr Neale says. “We also have 
a knowledge and understanding of 
how technology is developing, and 
that can give us a substantial 
insight into how a customer should 
position zxself. 

“We have a flexibility within 
ourselves that the others don't have; 
for example, if a customer wants to 

S i back in-house, we can help with 
at"’ 

Mr Bagelin stresses that partner- 
ships between suppliers may be 
equally important The size of some 
public sector contracts, he says, .is 
such that only one or two com- 
panies can tackle them single- 
handed 

. Mr Whale's main piece of advice 


to companies thinking of using 
such services is straightforward. “If 
nothing else, make sure you can 
cope if it comes to divorce, as has 
happened". 

“I would very strongly counsel 
people to look ar computer sites 
where the service has been provid- 
ed before," he says- "You should 
also crawl all over the contract and 
be sure that it isn't an enrrte to their 
taking over everything”. 

"You need to have a dear idea of 
what you want done and where to 
set the limits. And don’t commit to 
too long on the first period of die 
agreement — three to five years 
seems too long to me to make 
commercial sense. What’s wrong 
with a year to see of it works.". 


How strange 
the change . . . 


C hristmas came early for 
computer workers at the 
Bank of England Earlier 
this year, 4 1 employees who ran 
the Bank’s mainframe computer 
were made compulsorily redun- 
dant and received average pay- 
offs of £30,000. They then 
returned to their desks the 
following Monday morning as 
employees of another company. 

this lucrative redundancy ar- 
rangement was the result of a £6 
million management deal be- 
tween the bank and Hoskyns. 
the computer services company 
that has taken over responsi- 
bility for the computers that 
handle government and high 
street bank accounts with the 
Bank of Eng- 
land. AO the staff 
have been guar- 
anteed a job 
with Hoskyns 
for ar least a 
year. They ex- 
pect to move 
into other com- 
mercial projects 
as work at the 
bank is slimmed 
down. However, 
when it was first 
announced, the 
nature of the re- 
dundancy settle- 
ments caused 
consternation 
among those 
who argued that 
taxpayers' money would have 
been better spent on preserving 
jobs. 

This is unusual Fears of 
outsourcing are more often 
about the way in which it can 
increase unemployment or leave 
employees carrying out mun- 
dane tasks, while exciting dev- 
elopment work goes elsewhere. 

Certainly, when an out- 
sourcing deal is struck, the 
terms and conditions that staff 
enjoyed at their former com- 
pany have to be protected and 
are usually honoured by the 
computer contractor. But there 
can also be more opportunities 
to acquire new skills. 

Trepidation’’ was the term 
used earlier this year by both Ian 
H add on, director of operational 
services, and Gary Sullivan, 
technical services manager, to 
describe the plan of their parent 
company, Granada Group, to 
outsource all its Infonnation 
technology. The two were both

long-standing employees of Gra- 
nada information Services (GIS) 
which provided computing ser- 
vices to many Granada com- 
panies. indudmg the television 
station and TV rental chain. 

A five-year contract was 
signed — again with Hoskyns — 
and the two, along with ISO 
colleagues, became Hoskyns 
employees. They now provide a 
variety of computer processing, 
systems development and sup- 
port services back to Granada 
Group. 

"Everyone involved in the 
takeover has begun to adopt the 
new company culture, rather 
than continue to think of our- 
selves as former employees of 
Granada." Mr 
Sullivan says. “1 
think it has be- 
come evident 
that people's 
career potential 
has been greatly 
improved". 

Susan Spense 
joined the ser- 
vices company 
EDS-Scicon in 
1984 when it 
took on Unilever 
Computer Ser- 
vices, a comput- 
ing bureau 
which serviced 
UnDever subsid- 
iaries. Now re- 
sponsible for 
managing other staff who have 
themselves been outsourced, 
Ms Spense has been using 
education and training to help 
people through the integration 
process. 

“It is a very confusing time," 
she says. “You’re comfortable in 
your career, having found your 
niche in the organisation. Over- 
night, you're hit by the feet that 
you no longer work for that 
company and you're now work- 
ing for another. It knocks the 
comfort factor for six". 

Outsourced employees fed 
confusion and uncertainty. 
They're suddenly part of a new 
culture and not sure what the 
future holds for them. 

“You can fight what’s happen- 
ing to you by trying to identify 
ways of keeping things as they 
were. Or you can accept change 
and work hard to understand 
the new organisation."

Campese; cautionary tale 


DAVID Campese recounts in 
his autobiography an inci- 
dent after the match in 1984 
when Australia had adminis- 
tered to Wales their biggest 
defeat. 28-9. To emphasise 
their superiority. Australia 
had even forced upon Wales, 
for the first time, the ignomi- 
ny of a pushover try at Cardiff 
Arms Park. 

Campese was told fay a 
Wales player afterwards; 
-You can’t say your players 
are better individually than 
ours. Man on man. there is 
little difference.’' He conclud- 
ed that “Welsh rugby grows 
up with delusions”. Perhaps, 
the trouble is that Welsh 
rugby, quite often, imaguies 
the game as it would wish it to 
be rather than as it actually is. 


Perhaps one of those mo- 
ments is upon us now. 

The euphoria — for that is 
what it is — that permeates 
the darkest comers of Welsh 
rugby after the victories by its 
two foremost dubs against the 
tourists is premature. A sigh 
of relief, perhaps. Indeed a 
quiet, satisfactory nod might 
be appropriate. They indicate 
a significant advance and. at 
last, give a glimpse of light at 
the end of a tunnel that a 
summer ago hardly flickered. 

These successes hint that 
Welsh rugby might have 
turned the comer. But it is a 
long road back to rugby 
respectability, There are 
those, however, who are 
drawing the conclusion that

its destination. They begin, 
with a spurious argument. If 
two dubs can accomplish 
success then it surely must 
follow that the Welsh team 
must do the same. Surely, the 
national team, two-thirds of 
which consists of players from 
these two dubs, must as night 
follows day, inevitably suc- 
ceed. International matches 
are different, however. 


It on the outside chance, 
this should come to pass, it is 
but a short, albeit highly 
imaginative step, for some 
eccentrics to condude that 
Wales are the rightful heirs to 
the World Cup crown- There 
are those as Alan Davies, the 
Wales coach, knows, and a 
central core of whom are 
members of Welsh rugby's

What these dub victories 
have done is to encourage, 
quite rightly, the view that 
Wales are in with fine kind of 
shout to mo rrow that was 
bardy audible a year ago. 
Within his squad Davies has 
already established the four 
cor ne rst o nes without which 
no team can begin to func- 
tion: pride. disapUne, confi- 


dence and a spirit of mutual 
well-being. The players are 
happy doing what they are 
doing. It is no wonder at this 
stage that Davies does not 

wish to upset this equilibrium 

by changing the team. He has 
to choose the right moment 
The priority is defence. An 
unhappy team makes for 
reluctant tackters. On the 
evidence of the Wales B 
match as much as the two 
rinh matches, the lesson _ of 
organised defence is filtering 
through. Davies has man- 
aged to point a way towards 
stopping the rm that saw so 
many teams achieve such 
high scores against them. 
Australia's dominant lineoot. 
with or without Eales. will put 
this severely to the test. Full 


Welsh recovery is a long way 
off. The support systems that 
Davies has asked for, are in 
place. Jeff Young, the director 
of coaching, is making huge 
snides in taking on new ideas 
and promoting his own 
among the development offi- 
cers in districts and 
communities. 

At long last a financial 
investment is being made, 
albeit slowly, at every level 
Rugby is bemg promoted in a 
way that would hardly have 
been credible a couple of years 
ago. The seeds of future 
success are being sown. 

Rugby victories against out- 
side opposition are welcomed 
in order to underpin all this 
work. All that can be said; so 
far so good.

Welsh living legends celebrate

TODAY is the eightieth birth- 
days of two outstanding 
sporting figures. Arthur Rees 
and Wilf Woofler. There wifi 
be some among those joining 
them at a celebratory lunch in 
Cardiff this afternoon who 
believe them to be among the 
greatest sportsmen produced 
by Wales. 

A joint birthday is not the 
only link between them, for 
their lives and careers have 
been bonded together by 
bands of a friendship forged 
on the playing fields the 
length and breadth of Britain 
even before the fathers of 
today’s generation of players 
were bom. 

Their deeds of daring and 
dash were a long, long time 
ago, in the dark uncertain 
days before the Second World 
War. but the Welsh never 
forget their heroes, nor their 
achievements. Which is why 
today is a special day. And a 
special party. Rees was a 
rugged flanker and Wooller a 
fleet-footed centre or wing. 

They played I 1 times to- 
gether for Wales, and they 
were also undergraduates and 
playing colleagues at Cam- 
bridge. where both won blues 
in the company of two other 
great Welsh pre-war players. 
Cliff Jones and Vivian 
Jenkins. 

Jenkins, now a sprightly 82. 
will join “those two young 
’uns” today. still insisting, no 
doubt, they are among the 
best he pfeyed with and 
among the best he ever saw. 
Jenkins should know because, 
as player, journalist and au- 
thor, he has watched more 
players and matches probably 


than any man alive. Jenkins 
says both played many a great 
game for Wales. But the 
legendary element emanates 
largely from their respective 
roles in the 13-12 defeat of 
Jack Manchester’s Third All 
Blades in 1935. often 
described as one of the great- 
est matches ever played. 

New Zealanders refer to 
Rees. Wales pack-leader and 
vice-captain that day, as “that 
hardest of hard Welsh for- 
wards”. The gangling, raw- 
boned Wooller probably was 
described best as "the rangy 
Rfydal racehorse.” The war 
was to restrict their playing 
careers. Rees to fly Mustangs 
with the RAF and Wooller to 
be captured by the Japanese 
in Java and to endure "a life of 


living hell” as a prisoner of 
war for four years. 

Llandovery-educated Rees, 
CBE, KSJ, QPM, DL, went on 
to become chief constable of 
Denbighshire, then Stafford- 
shire and after 13 caps and 
playing career with Cam- 
bridge. RAF. London Welsh, 
Met Police and the Barbar- 
ians. kept his sporting links as 
president of the Karate Asso- 
ciation of Great Britain, a 
post he has only just 
relinquished. 

He also worked for many 
years with the Prince Charles 
Trust “But rugby was mry 
fife.” Rees said. Rees, like 
Wooller, braved the wind and 
cold to watch England beat 
South Africa last week. “Rug- 
by is not cmfy a wonderful

game, but you made friends 
that lasted a lifetime.” 

Both abhor the increasing 
commensalism in today's 
game. Wooller had no doubts 
that Cliff Jones was the finest 
attacking player he’s ever 
seen — “so quids, brilliant in 
everything he did. Rees 
plumps for PM Bennett — 
“that fantastic IJanrfK boy”. 

While Rees went in anotba - 
direction. Woofler followed 
the Rydal School tradition as 
a sportsman. Woofler, who 
also played for Sale, the Army, 
London Welsh and Barbar- 
ians, recalls that one of the 
highlights of his pre-war 
career, in which he led Wales 
four times in 1 8 matches, was 
captaining Cardiff to their 
victory in the Middlesex Sev- 
ens final in 1939 with what be 
describes as “six Mokes who’d 
never played sevens before”. 

Although rugfor was the 
sport Of his life, he was also 
good enough to play centre 
forward with Cardiff City and 
play squash for Wates. 

But the other string to his 
sporting bow was cricket He 
captained Glamorgan bum 
1947 until I960 aid in 400 
appearances between 193S 
and 1962 scored 12,078 runs, 
took 892 wickets and held 
391 catches. He achieved the 
double of L000 runs and 100 
wickets in 1954 and during 
his spell as secretary of the 
county (1946 to 1978) was 
also an England Test selector 
from 1952 to 1958. 

“Wilf was probably the 
finest all-round sportsman 
Wales has produced.” Rees 
said. “But for me and many of 
my generation he was always 
Wilf, friend and colleague. A 
wonderful man.”

Ray White, the Transvaal 
chairman, said the original 
pricing had been based on 
international standards else- 
where “We have now decided 
to bite on the bullet by signifi- 
cantly reducing prices,” he 
said. 

The price aits bring down 
off-centre grandstand seats 
from £12 to £7 and places in 
opeirstandsfromt5to ££50. 
Lower price tickets -will be 
available to those arriving 
after lunch and tea.

Greaves: mercurial 


WHEN John Barnes is fully 
fit, which should be soon, 
Graham Taylor, the England 
manager, wll face the same 
dilemma drat confronted Sir 
Alf Ramsey in 1966: should 
he disrupt a winning team to 
make room for a brilliant 
player? 

Ramsey knew the right 
answer, as history records. 
Taylor, I suspect, also knows 
die answer, and it will be no 
different. It is an answer 
almost as old as the game: a 
team playing as a team has 
room at most for only one 
wholly unrestricted 
individual. 

The only way that Barnes 
can find bade into the Eng- 


land team will be through 
another regrettable injury to 
Paul Gascoigne, or a pro- 
longed loss of form by both 
Gascoigne and those around 
him. The defeat of Turkey 
was nor an exceptional perfor- 
mance. Gascoigne's apart, yet 
it was substantially a collective 
performance. 

Football being so much a 
game of temperament and 
cycles, Taylor must ding to 
what was achieved on Wed- 
nesday night What is invalu- 
able is not that England 
played well but that they 
believe, for the moment, that 
they are a good team- This 
can be half the bathe. Belief in 
yourself is the game’s oldest.

Roxburgh remains optimistic 

Portugal cup-tie 
looms as Scots’ 
crucial encounter 


AS A coach who constantly 
ransacks match facts and fig- 
ures in a search for revealing 
trends, Andy Roxburgh 
knows that Scotland's Worid 
Cup qualifying record so far 
offers unpromising statistics. 

In previous years he has 
insisted thai the key to qualify- 
ing for foe finals of the Worid 
Cup or European champion- 
ship is to beat opponents at 
home and draw with them 
away. By that reckoning. Scot- 
land. after a defeat in Switzer- 
land and goalless games 
against Portugal and Italy at 
Ibrox — the second of them on 
Wednesday — are three points 
adrift of the target 

Typically, though, Rox- 
burgh yesterday was able to 
find nuggets of optimism in 
this unpromising seam.

“You can qualify foe other 
way. too. bty drawing at home 
and winning away, and we 
certainly have to inflict dam- 
age on Portugal and Italy 
when we go there, as well as 
beat Switzerland when they 
come here,” he said. “But 1 
think this section is going to 
produce more draws than any 
other, and I think the leading 
contenders are going to cancel 
each ocher out an awful lot

Welsh dragon still 
breathing fire

THE Welsh dragon was still 
breathing fire defiantly yester- 
day, Twelve hours after seeing 
his side outclassed tty Belgium 
in their World Cup qualifying 
match in Brussels, Terry 
Yorath. the Wales manager, 
insisted that foe team’s sup- 
porters should not yet tear up 
their travel brochures for the 
United States. 

“I am still optimistic," 
Yorath said. “Belgium are 
flying. We were playing the 
best team in group four away 
from home, but 1 would still 
give us a 50-50 chance of 
qualifying." 

Belgium, with ten points 
from five games after their 2-0 
victory in Anderlecht’s 
Van den Stock stadium, fully 
justified their status as top 
seeds with a quick-witted dis- 
play of passing and movement 
which eventually bordered on 
the arrogant Second best on 
the night, Wales can now only 
realistically aim for second 
place in foe group- told to 
achieve that they would have 
to finish above Romania — 
who have already beaten them 
5-1 — and Czechoslovakia. 

It is a tall order but, Yorath 
says, not an impossible one 
because four of Wales’s six 
remaining games are at 
home. To succeed, though, 
Yorath must find a way of 
giving his strike force of Rush. 
Saunders and Hughes — po- 
tentially one of the best in 
Europe — chances to score. 


Wales, hard-working but lack- 
ing the invention and vision of 
foe Belgians. Sdfo and 
Degryse. failed to muster a 
single shot on Preud'homme’s 
goal on Wednesday, and their 
defence, for all its gallantly, is 
not equipped to survive 90 
minutes under siege. 

“We worked hard to get 
possession but then gave it 
away." Yorath said. “We did 
not do enough off the ball to 
give ourselves options, and to 
be fair we did not really look 
like scoring.” 

Rush, stuck on 23 interna- 
tional goals, still needs one 
more to establish himself as 
Wales’s leading all-time scor- 
er. "We can’t really afford to 
lose another game." he said, 
“but it’s not over yet"

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Taylor recognises the important influence of Lazio’s midfield maestro

IF PAUL Gascoigne’s perfor- 
mance in the 4-0 win over 
Turkey on Wednesday is any- 
thing to go by. the speed and 
comfort of England’s journey 
towards the next World Cup 
finals will be conditional on 
his availability. 

As long as he is in a side 
specifically designed to pro- 
mote his talent England 
could travel fiist-dass to their 
intended destination — the 
United States — in 1 994. 

If Gascoigne is tempo rarily 
indisposed, the progress 
promises to be mitering. 
Should his absence be pro- 
longed. an essentially second- 
class outfit would be unlikely 
to maintain sufficient impetus, 
on a route pockmarked with 
too many dangerous pitfalls, 
to emerge as one of the two 
nations to qualify from group 
two. 

Gascoigne has acted as a 
catalyst, transforming Eng- 
land from the negative to the 
positive. Without him last 
summer, a confused bunch of 
moderate representatives fin- 
ished seventh in the European 
championship. 

With him at Wembley on 
Wednesday, a compact and 
purposeful unit achieved their 
biggest win for 3*2 years. 

That was also at home in a 
World Cup qualifying tie and. 
by coincidence, it was then 
that Gascoigne made his ini- 
tial impact Introduced as a 
substitute a month short of his 
22nd birthday, he scored his 
first international goal in the 
5-0 victory over Albania.
